SALARIES  IN  PUBLIC  LIBRi\T?T^p; 


The  California  State  Library  has  been 
asked  frequently  during  the  past  year  for 
information  on  library  salaries,  which  in- 
dicates continued  interest  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  salaries  to  higher  costs  of  living 
and  also  to  meet  competition  of  established 
salaries  for  equivalent  positions  in  other 
professions. 

A  tabular  form  was  sent  to  county  and 
larger  municipal  libraries  in  the  state  dur- 
ing October,  1946,  to  be  filled  in  with 
figures  on  monthly  salary  ranges  (mini- 
mum, maximum  and  annual  increment), 
with  cost-of-living  bonus  noted  separately 
from  the  basic  pay.  Several  libraries  have 
recently  had  surveys  made  of  their  posi- 
tions, for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
classification  plan  with  regular  pay  scale. 
Those  libraries  which  have  not  yet  estab- 
lished such  a  pay  plan  have  reported  actual 
salaries  being  paid  at  present.  It  appears 
that  a  salary  frequently  is  set  by  the 
Library  Board  in  relation  to  the  person 
employed  to  fill  the  particular  position,  the 
employer  considering  the  professional  edu- 


cation and  experience  of  the  person  being 
hired  as  well  as  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  job  he  is  to  fill. 

Where  possible,  we  have  listed  pay 
ranges  rather  than  actual  salaries  being 
paid  as  of  the  date  reported,  because  the 
range  is  of  more  permanent  significance. 
Also,  we  believe  the  salary  information 
printed  should  be  as  impersonal  as  pos- 
sible— with  reference  made  to  type  of  work 
being  paid  for  rather  than  to  persons  filling 
the  positions. 

Ranges  for  all  established  positions  in 
the  State  Library  have  been  listed,  while 
positions  in  the  city  and  county  libraries 
have  been  grouped  under  several  general 
headings.  These  groups  are  to  be  considered 
as  merely  indicative  of  certain  levels  of 
educational  requirements  and  responsibil- 
ity in  the  positions  included.  This  neces- 
sarily broad  classification  should  be  inter- 
preted to  fit  the  local  terminology  of 
positions  in  each  library.  Tabulation  of 
non-professional  positions  has  been  added 
this  year.

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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES— ANNUAL  STATISTICS 


Annual  report  blanks  were  sent  in  June,  1946,  to  all  California 
libraries  except  elementary  public  school  and  church  libraries,  and  those 
which  belong  to  private  individuals  and  are  not  open  to  the  public. 
Except  when  otherwise  noted,  statistics  from  the  public  library  annual 
reports  cover  the  period  from  July  1,  1945,  to  June  30,  1946.  The  school 
year  1945-46  is  used  as  the  time  basis  for  school  library  reports.  All 
reports  are  arranged  under  city  and  county  by  name  of  library,  and 
counties  are  arranged  alphabetically.  To  determine  the  county  in  which 
any  place  is  located  see  the  place  index,  page  14,  which  includes  loca- 
tions of  branch  and  station  libraries  that  are  listed  elsewhere  only  under 
the  main  library.  For  arrangements  of  libraries  by  subject  or  type  refer 
to  the  annual  Index  Supplement  to  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

The  Public  Library  Statistical  Report,  a  standard  form  for  gather- 
ing statistics  on  city,  county  and  district  libraries  throughout  the  United 
States,  has  been  used  as  a  basis  for  the  mimeographed  forms  we  distribute. 
Special  forms  on  postal  cards  are  used  for  annual  reports  from  all  other 
types  of  libraries. 

Problems  in  regard  to  the  collecting  of  library  statistics  center 
chiefly  on  three  objects :  currency  of  news,  accuracy  of  information,  and 
uniformity  in  methods  of  calculating  totals.  For  accomplishment  of  these 
objects,  directories,  professional  journals  and  printed  items  about  Cali- 
fornia libraries  (as  gathered  by  a  newspaper  clipping  agency)  are 
checked  constantly  for  facts  in  addition  to  those  reported  directly  to  the 
State  Library  each  year  by  librarians.  Chief  librarians  listed  under 
names  of  libraries  are  those  most  recently  reported  in  office  up  to  the 
time  of  publishing  these  statistics. 

In  order  that  libraries  will  compile  the  totals  they  report  in  a 

uniform  manner,  the  following  requirements  and  definitions  have  been 

applied : 

the  public  library  system,  distributes  books 
or  otherwise  renders  library  service  to  the 
public. 

The  total  number  of  distributing  agen- 
cies of  a  public  library  includes  the  cen- 
tral library  as  well  as  its  branches  and 
stations.  To  avoid  duplication  in  count, 
then,  the  central  office  of  a  county  library 
is  neither  counted  nor  listed  as  a  separate 
community  branch  or  station,  regardless 
of  the  type  of  service  it  gives  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  is  located. 

A  branch  is  an  auxiliary  library  with 
separate  quarters,  a  permanent  basic  col- 
lection of  books,  a  permanent  staff,  and  a 
regular  schedule.  It  must  meet  all  of  these 
requirements. 

A  station  is  a  place  from  which  books 
are  distributed,  but  at  which  there  is  no 
permanent  collection  or  library  staff. 

A  school  which  is  served  by  a  public 
library  and  has  not  a  central  library  room 
meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch  is  a 
school  station.  It  is  counted  just  as  one 
agency  even  though  the  books  may  be 
divided  into  a  number  of  class-room  col- 
lections. 


The  assessed  valuation  as  given  for  each 
county  does  not  include  the  value  of  in- 
tangible property,  a  third  of  the  tax  on 
which  goes  to  the  county.  Figures  are 
based  on  the  annual  statement,  "Value  of 
Property  in  and  Indebtedness  of  Each 
County,"  California  State  Controller's 
Office. 

Population  statistics  are  given  for  coun- 
ties and  for  all  towns  having  municipal 
libraries.  Federal  government  population 
figures  as  of  April  1,  1940  have  been  used. 

County  law  libraries  are  all  supported 
by  income  received  from  the  $1.00  fee  for 
filing  papers  in  civil  suits,  so  this  informa- 
tion is  not  stated  with  statistics  for  each 
of  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  publication,  a 
municipal  or  city  free  library  is  one  which 
has  been  legally  established  by  city  offi- 
cials, is  supported  by  income  from  taxa- 
tion or  other  public  funds,  and  has  its  own 
trustees  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  agency  is  any  place,  such  as  a  cen- 
tral library,  branch,  station,  or  book  auto- 
mobile station,  that,  as  an  integral  part  of 
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While  the  uniform  report  blank  has 
centered  interest  on  housing  of  agencies, 
this  State  Library  is  interested  in  type  of 
service  given  in  agencies  (e.g.  school  and 
community).  For  our  purpose  a  branch 
housed  in  a  school  but  giving  service 
entirely  to  the  community  is  something 
very  different  from  a  school  agency  affili- 
ated for  school  service.  The  first  is  counted 
as  a  community  agency,  the  second  as  a 
school  agency. 

A  school  branch  or  station  which  gives 
some  community  service  is  designated  by 
(c)  following  the  name  of  such  distribut- 
ing agency  of  the  county  library.  A  com- 
munity branch  or  station  which  is  merely 
located  in  a  school  building  and  not  con- 
nected otherwise  with  the  school  library 
service  is  listed  only  as  a  community 
agency. 

Municipal,  district  and  high  school  li- 
braries which  have  affiliated  with  a  county 
library  for  service  are  counted  in  total 
number  of  distributing  agencies  of  that 
county  library  although  listed  separately 
from  both  its  branches  and  stations. 

Branch  library  statistics  are  omitted 
under  the  names  of  various  branches. 
They  are  included,  however,  in  the  general 
figures  given  under  the  central  library. 
For  this  reason,  circulation  and  other 
statistics  for  their  own  books  only  and 
not  for  county  service  are  shown,  as  a  rule, 
by  high  school,  municipal  and  other  librar- 
ies which  are  affiliated  with  a  county  free 
library. 

Total  circulation  is  the  count  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  lent  for  home 
use,  from  the  central  library  or  any 
agency,  and  the  count  of  each  renewal.  A 
county  library  includes  in  its  total  circu- 
lation the  count  of  supplementary  books 
lent  from  schools  for  home  use,  but  not 
those  used  in  class  rooms  only.  It  also 
includes  the  circulation  of  county  library 
books  from  all  its  agencies  (including 
affiliated  libraries,  which  should  not  in- 
clude such  count  in  their  own  annual 
report  totals ) . 

Inter-library  loans  between  libraries 
which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  same 
system  (branches,  stations  and  affiliated 
libraries)  are  not  counted  in  total  circu- 
lation, but  rather  in  shipments  from  a 
central  library.  State  Library  books  bor- 
rowed are  included  in  count  of  inter- 
library  loans  and  also  in  circulation  of  the 
borrowing  library. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is 
the  lot  of  items  sent  to  one  agency  at  one 
time.  One  shipment  might  be  two  pack- 
ages or  a  dozen,  and  is  really  a  count  of  the 
times  books  and  other  material  have  been 
sent  to  branches  and  stations.  The  total 
items  shipped  would  be  a  count  of  the  indi- 
vidual books  or  articles  in  the  packages 
sent. 

We  consider  a  special  request  to  be  a 
request  emanating  from  an  individual  bor- 
rower, for  the  central  library  to  supply, 
through  its  branch  or  station,  a  specific 
book  or  material  on  one  subject.  In  this  re- 
gard community  service  only  is  considered, 


because  practically  all  school  requests 
seem  to  be  special  requests.  A  request 
from  a  custodian  or  borrower  for  "more 
detective  stories"  would  not  count  as  a 
special  request.  The  count  is  to  be  made 
of  actual  number  of  requests  received  at 
the  central  library,  because  all  the  re- 
quests forwarded  are  worked  over  by  the 
headquarters  staff  even  if  they  can  not  all 
be  filled.  (Items  sent  to  agencies  in  re- 
sponse to  requests  are  counted  under  ship- 
ments.) 

Janitors  and  building  force,  as  well  as 
untrained  assistants  in  charge  of  commu- 
nity branches  and  stations  (of  whom  some 
are  unpaid) ,  are  included  in  the  total  count 
of  employees.

Sections  22161-2  and  22131-4  of  the 
Education  Code  (Chap.  71,  Cal.  Statutes 
1943)   read  as  follows: 

Sec.  22161.  There  is  in  the  State  Gov- 
ernment a  commission  known  as  the  Board 
of  Library  Examiners,  consisting  of  the 
State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio  chairman 
of  the  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library.  The  members  of 
the  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
for  their  services,  except  their  actual  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  State  Library  Fund. 

Sec.  22162.  The  board  shall  pass  upon 
the  qualifications  of  all  persons  desiring 
to  become  county  librarians,  and  may,  in 
writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  govern- 
ment, and  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  22131.  Upon  the  establishment  of 
a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  the  board. 

Sec.  22132.  No  person  is  eligible  to  the 
office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior  to 
his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of 
qualification  for  the  office. 

Sec.  22133.  At  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  California. 

Sec.  22134.  Persons  of  either  sex  are 
eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of 
county  librarian.

Burnett,  January  24,  1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Septem- 
ber 4,  1913,  discontinued  by  motion 
adopted  May  22,  1920. 

The  biennial  appropriation  for  1945-47 
is  $428,492,  with  additional  allotments  to 
cover  special  salarv  adjustments.  The  fiscal 
budget  for  1946-47  totals  $244,792  (which 
includes  an  allotment  of  $196,734  for 
salaries  and  $24,975  for  books,  continu- 
ations and  binding). 

Total  accessions  419,577  (less  7027  lost 
and  withdrawn  =  412,550)  exclusive  of 
47,394  accessions  in  Books  for  Blind  Sec- 
tion and  91,359  volumes  in  the  Sutro 
Branch  in  San  Francisco.

BOOK   REPAIR  SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  preser- 
vation of  books  and  other  library  mate- 
rials is  centered  in  this  Section.  The  work 
consists  of  repairing  and  recovering  books, 
making  slip  covers  for  valuable  books, 
binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral 


materials,  mounting  and  framing  pictures, 
maps,  etc.,  marking  titles  and  numbers  on 
bindings. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types  are 
sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  California 
upon  application.  Lists  of  material  avail- 
able for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request.  Writ- 
ing appliances  and  games  for  the  blind  are 
lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy 
such  articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds 
can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered. 
Addresses  of  firms  supplying  all  articles 
lent  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and  an 
institution  distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and  one 
including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to  April  1, 
1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  requesting 
them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and  Moon  books 
received  through  the  Library  of  Congress 
Project,  Books  for  the  Adult  Blind,  are 
also  available  upon  request  for  the  period 
1931-1943.  News  Notes,  reprinted  from 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 
quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  requests  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mai.l 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up  one 
by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in  that 
way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100.- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000  for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  tbe 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  See  page  228. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  ha« 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  984 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves.  These 
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machines  were  made  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project 
and  are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefi- 
nite period.  Those  persons  who  are  inter- 
ested in  borrowing  them  should  write  to 
the  State  Library.  They  will  be  sent 
application  blanks  in  turn  as  more  ma- 
chines are  available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  figures. 
Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one  Braille 
Grade  2  type,  which  was  known  as  Euro- 
pean Braille.  Books  in  the  English  lan- 
guage printed  in  this  type  were  published 
only  in  England.  The  United  States  pub- 
lishing houses  printed  most  books  for  the 
blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
li.  In  1932  the  Uniform  Type  Commis- 
sion, representing  all  English  speaking 
countries,  met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to 
adopt  Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Braille  books  for  adults.  Standard  Eng- 
lish Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified  form  of 
European  Braille,  having  189  contractions. 
There  will  be  no  further  additions  to  the 
European  Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  47,394,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books,  2,460 ; 
Moon  books,  10,975  ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
1J  books,  13,518 ;  Braille  Grade  2  books, 
13,031 ;  all  other  types,  32 ;  Braille  books 
about  music  and  music  scores,  2,388  ;  appli- 
ances, 91 ;  games,  69  ;  maps,  40  ;  talking 
books  (containers)  4,790.  There  are  14,788 
magazines  available  in  Moon,  Braille,  and 
New  York  Point. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 9,810  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows  : 
Braille  Grades  1  and  1$,  774;  Braille 
Grade  2,  2,032  ;  Moon,  1,473  ;  magazines, 
504;  talking  books    (containers)    5,000. 

During  the  year  l946,  290  new  borrow- 
ers were  enrolled.  86  borrowers  were 
dropped  from  the  enrollment  when  they 
returned  talking  book  machines.  19  bor- 
rowers died  during  1946.  The  total  enroll- 
ment on  January  1,  1947  was  1,394.  40,566 
books,  talking  books,  magazines,  etc.,  were 
lent  during  the  year. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  PItzroy  3251.  She  gives 
lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and 
vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips  to 
San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  Street,  zone  5, 
telephone  THornwall  8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and 
down  the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes 
occasional  trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  417  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  43  lessons  in  libra- 


ries. They  made  270  visits  and  calls  in 
connection  with  the  work  for  purposes 
other  than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and  Miss 
Morrison  spent  527  hours  on  correspond- 
ence and  preparing  lessons.  They  wrote  | 
325  letters  and  295  postals,  and  received 
234  letters  and  106  postals.  They  also  an- 
swered and  made  677  telephone  calls.  The 
various  other  activities  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can  not 
easily  be  tabulated. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State  Li- 
brary has  a  working  collection  of  printed 
and  manuscript  sources  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  state  in  its  many  phases. 
This  section  collects  and  preserves  books, 
manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals,  newspa- 
pers, photographs,  and  other  material 
bearing  upon  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  entire  collection  is  available 
for  reference  and  much  of  it  also  circu- 
lates. The  staff  of  the  department,  by 
maintaining  a  familiarity  with  the  mate- 
rial in  its  specialized  field  and  by  prepar- 
ing indexes  and  other  keys,  is  able  to  give 
expert  assistance  to  students,  authors,  li- 
brarians, and  others  interested  in  the 
state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Callfor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monterey) 
and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files.  The 
index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to  the 
article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the  date, 
page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local  his- 
torical interest. 

The  collection  of  California  newspapers 
now  numbers  over  20,000  bound  volumes, 
and  there  are  numerous  files  of  California 
periodicals.  For  many  years  biographical 
information  pertaining  to  California  pio- 
neers, authors,  artists  and  musicians  has 
been  collected,  and  this  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fiction, 
dramatic  material,  printed  indexes  to  the 
great  registers  of  voters  of  the  State,  busi- 
ness papers  and  letters  and  diaries  of 
pioneers. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 514  catalog,  1462  information,  and 
6841  newspaper  cards  have  been  added  to 
the  indexes ;  85  processed  books  and  pam- 
phlets, 75  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  and 
95  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  have  been 
made  available  in  the  section.  200  letters 
requiring  research,  38  letters  regarding 
vital  statistics,  and  158  subject  request 
slips  were  answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  con- 
sists of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new 
material  acquired  by  the  Library  and 
maintaining  the  public  catalog,  the  official 
catalog,  the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union  Cata- 
log. The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  the 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, cards  from  various  university  li- 
braries (including  those  of  the  University 
of  California  and  Stanford  University) 
and  from  the  county  libraries  and  various 
city  libraries  in  California.  At  present, 
one  member  of  the  Catalog  Section  has 
charge  of  the  Periodicals  Section,  which 
handles  all  newspapers  and  magazines  re- 
ceived by  the  Library,  recording  their 
receipt,  distributing  them  to  the  proper 
sections  of  the  Library,  and  collecting 
them  for  binding. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1212  books  were  cataloged  and  6975 
cards  were  added  to  the  file.  23,537  cards 
were  filed  in  the  Union  Catalog.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Sec- 
tion is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest  re- 
ports, digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  -It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall  is 
fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on  the 
laws  of  California  and  other  states  and 
countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from  libraries 
and  individuals.

ORDER  SECTION 

John  S.  Gildersleeve,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library  is 
done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly  with 
the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on  selec- 
tion is  given  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
particularly  in  fields  relating  to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books'  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  scholarly  works  in 
nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used 
to  fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  exten- 
sion service  through  the  city  and  county 
libraries  of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction  and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the  needs 
of  their  communities.  The  State  Library 
makes  an  effort  to  supplement  this  service 
with  books  which  many  small  libraries 
cannot  buy.  Our  purchasing  is  therefore 
rather  closely  limited  to  the  more  substan- 
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tial  non-fiction,  including  technical  books 
and  scholarly  works  in  all  fields  except 
medicine. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1703  books  and  92  prints  were  acces- 
sioned. 36  books  were  withdrawn  and  3 
were  reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Bertha  S.  Taylor,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in  which 
are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the  State 
Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  shown 
about  50  prints  at  a  time  and  exhibits  are 
constantly  maintained.  Visitors  are  in- 
vited. 

During  the  past  quarter  190  prints  were 
cataloged  making  the  total  number  in  the 
collection  4447.  The  bookplate  collection 
now  totals  3441,  9  plates  having  been 
added  during  October,  November  and 
December.  The  Library  welcomes  gifts  of 
bookplates  of  libraries  and  individuals,  and 
is  always  glad  to  exchange  plates  with 
other  collectors.  There  were  383  visitors  to 
the  Prints  Room  during  this  period. 

The  exhibition  during  October  consisted 
of  etchings  and  block  prints  in  color  by 
Helen  Hyde  from  the  library's  collection. 
In  November  water  colors  of  horses  and 
their  trappings  by  Marcile  Stalter  of  San 
Diego  were  shown.  As  usual  in  December 
the  collection  from  the  Print  Makers 
Society  of  California  was  exhibited. 

REFERENCE  SECTION 

Beulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Reference  Section  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Reference  Section  and 
from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Section.  It 
also  handles  all  requests  for  books  and 
information  except  those  referred  to  the 
specialized  departments  of  the  Library. 

All  the  general  reference  books  are 
shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the  main 
reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities  with- 
out local  library  service  may  borrow  di- 
rectly upon  making  arrangements  with  the 
State  Library. 

Examples  of  fine  bindings  and  illumi- 
nated manuscripts  of  all  countries  and 
periods  are  now  on  display  in  the  exhibit 
cases  in  Gillis  Hall.

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STATISTICS 

A  list  of  California  libraries  is  published 
in  the  annual  statistics  number  of  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries  each  Janu- 
ary. This  includes  the  annual  reports  of 
public  libraries,  special  libraries  and  school 
libraries  (except  elementary  schools)  of 
the  state,  arranged  by  location  under 
county  and  city. 

Statistics  compiled  from  public  library 
reports  as  of  June  30,  1946,  show  the 
following  totals.  For  all  California  public 


libraries  (49  county  free  libraries,  11  dis- 
trict libraries  and  147  municipal  libraries) 
the  book  collections  totaled  about  13,573,- 
587  volumes.  The  circulation  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  from  these  207 
public  libraries  was  reported  as  37,855,971. 
The  annual  income  from  taxation  and 
other  sources  totaled  about  $8,079,647,  of 
which  $1,309,472  was  spent  for  books 
and  periodicals  (city  libraries  $781,354; 
county  libraries  $528,118).  There  were 
2,272,043  registered  borrowers  in  these 
libraries.

BOOKS   FOR  THE   BLIND   SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types  are 
sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  California 
upon  application.  Lists  of  material  avail- 
able for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Writing  appliances  and  games  for  the  blind 
are  lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy 
such  articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds 
can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered.  Ad- 
dresses of  firms  supplying  all  articles  lent 
will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  litera- 
ture are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and  one 
including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to  April  1. 
1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  requesting 
them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and  Moon  books 
received  through  the  Library  of  Congress 
Project,  Books  for  the  Adult  Blind,  are 
also  available  upon  request  for  the  period 
1931-1946.  News  Notes,  reprinted  from 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 


quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  requests  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up  one 
by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in  that 
way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many- 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,000 
for  books  in  raised  characters,  and  $400,000 
for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.  See  page  285. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
'iad  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1,030 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves.  These 
machines  were  made  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project 
md  are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefi- 
nite period.  Those  persons  who  are  inter- 
ested in  borrowing  them  should  write  to 
he  State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  appli- 
cation blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are 
available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  figures. 
Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one  Braile 
Grade  2  type,  which  was  known  as  Euro- 
pean Braille.  Books  in  the  English  lan- 
guage printed  in  this  type  were  published 
only  in  England.  The  United  States  pub- 
'ishing  houses  printed  most  books  for  the 
blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
li.  In  1932  the  Uniform  Type  Commission, 
representing  all  English  speaking  coun- 
tries, met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press-Braille 
books  for  adults.  Standard  English  Braille 
Grade  2  is  a  modified  form  of  European 
Braille,  having  189  contractions.  There 
will  be  no  further  additions  to  the  Euro- 
pean Braille  collection. 
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The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  47,908,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books,  2,460 ; 
Moon  books,  11,050 ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
Grade  1|  books,  13,533 ;  Braille  Grade  2 
books,  13,179  ;  all  other  types,  215  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  music  scores,  2,388  ; 
appliances,  91 ;  games,  69  ;  maps,  40  ;  talk- 
ing books  (containers),  4,883.  There  are 
15,117  magazines  available  in  Moon, 
Braille  and  New  York  Point. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
10,127  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows  : 
Braille  Grades  1  and  14,  807;  Braille 
Grade  2,  2,113 ;  Moon,  1,542 ;  magazines, 
548;  talking  books  (containers),  5,104. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  lessons 
regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  and 
makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  S680.  She  gives  lessons 
in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and  down 
the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  January  1  to  March  31,  the  home 
teachers  gave  408  lessons  in  the  homes  of 
the  blind  and  38  lessons  in  libraries.  They 
made  391  visits  and  calls  in  connection 
with  the  work  for  purposes  other  than 
giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and  Miss 
Morrison  spent  561  hours  on  correspond- 
ence and  preparing  lessons.  They  wrote 
422  letters  and  342  postals,  and  received 
314  letters  and  112  postals.  They  also 
answered  and  made  763  telephone  calls. 
The  various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can  not 
easily  be  tabulated. 

BOOK   REPAIR  SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  preser- 
vation of  books  and  other  library  materials 
is  centered  in  this  Section.  The  work  con- 
sists of  repairing  and  recovering  books, 
making  slip  covers  for  valuable  books! 
binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral 
materials,  mounting  and  framing  pictures, 
maps,  etc.,  making  titles  and  numbers  on 
bindings. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian, 
.  The  California  Section  of  the  State 
Library  has  a  working  collection  of 
printed  and  manuscript  sources  dealing 
with  the  history  of  the  state  in  its  many 
phases.  This  section  collects  and  preserves 


books,  manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals, 
newspapers,  photographs,  and  other  mate- 
rial bearing  upon  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  entire  collection  is  available 
for  reference  and  much  of  it  also  circulates. 
The  staff  of  the  department,  by  maintain- 
ing a  familiarity  with  the  material  in  its 
specialized  field  and  by  preparing  indexes 
and  other  keys,  is  able  to  give  expert  assist- 
ance to  students,  authors,  librarians,  and 
others  interested  in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monterey) 
and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files.  The 
index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to  the 
article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the  date, 
page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local  his- 
torical interest. 

The  collection  of  California  newspapers 
now  numbers  over  20,000  bound  volumes, 
and  there  are  numerous  files  of  California 
periodicals.  For  many  years  biographical 
information  pertaining  to  California  pio- 
neers, authors,  artists  and  musicians  has 
been  collected,  and  this  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fiction, 
dramatic  material,  printed  indexes  to  the 
great  registers  of  voters  of  the  State,  busi- 
ness papers  and  letters  and  diaries  of 
pioneers. 

During  January,  February,  and  March, 
519  catalog,  3278  information,  and  5514 
newspaper  cards  have  been  added  to  the 
indexes  ;  97  processed  books  and  pamphlets 
and  101  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  have 
been  made  available  in  the  section.  203 
letters  requiring  research,  54  letters  re- 
garding vital  statistics,  and  248  subject 
request  slips  were  answered.

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CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  consists 
of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new  mate- 
rial acquired  by  the  Library  and  maintain- 
ing the  public  catalog,  the  official  catalog, 
the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  (including  those  of  the 
University  of  California  and  Stanford 
University)  and  the  printed  cards  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Since  the  Library 
of  Congress  discontinued  supplying  cards 
to  depository  catalogs,  on  December  31, 
1946,  Library  of  Congress  entries  have 
appeared  in  the  Cumulative  Catalog  of 
Liorary  of  Congress  Printed  Cards.  This 
publication  supplements  the  Union  Cata- 
log. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion, which  handles  all  newspapers  and 
magazines  received  by  the  Library,  record- 
ing their  receipt,  distributing  them  to  the 
proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and  collect- 
ing them  for  binding. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
1294  books  were  cataloged  and  8565  cards 
were  added  to  the  catalogs.  28,351  cards 
were  filed  into  the  Union  Catalog. 

CRAFTS  AND  SHIPPING  SECTION 

William  H.  Lugg,  Supervisor. 

Photostating,  printing  and  photography, 
the  handling  of  library  supplies  and  ship- 
ments of  books  on  interlibrary  loans  are  all 
centered  in  this  Section. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 
SECTION 

Evelyn  Huston,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Government  Documents  Section  ad- 
ministers the  Library's  collection  of  official 
publications  of  federal,  state,  county,  mu- 
nicipal and  foreign  governments  and  some 
quasi  public  bodies.  Its  function  is  to  select, 
acquire,  arrange,  and  assist  in  the  use  of 
this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of  the 
State  of  California  from  other  institutions 
will  be  accepted  after  shipping  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  State 
Library. 

The  quarterly  list  of  California  State 
documents  received  may  be  found  on  page 
273.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  list 
every  publication  received  by  the  Section, 
which  makes  an  effort  to  obtain  copies  of 
all  reports  issued  by  the  various  California 
agencies.  Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended 


in  1939,  the  State  Library  is  entitled  to 
receive  copies  of  all  publications  issued  by 
the  cities  and  counties  of  California. 

LAW    AND    LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall  is 
fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  members 
of  the  Legislature,  information  on  the  laws 
of  California  and  other  states  and  countries 
is  given  on  inquiry  from  libraries  and  indi- 
viduals. 

Recent  accessions  to  the  Section  will  be 
found  listed  under  the  heading  "Law"  on 
page  270. 

ORDER  SECTION 

John  S.  Gildersleeve,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library  is 
done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly  with 
the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on  selec- 
tion is  given  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
particularly  in  fields  relating  to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State 
Library,  funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  scholarly  works  in 
nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used  to 
fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  extension 
service  through  the  city  and  county  li- 
braries of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction  and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the  needs 
of  their  communities.  The  State  Library 
makes  an  effort  to  supplement  this  service 
with  books  which  many  small  libraries 
cannot  buy.  Our  purchasing  is  therefore 
rather  closely  limited  to  the  more  substan- 
tial non-fiction,  including  technical  books 
and  scholarly  works  in  all  fields  except 
medicine. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
2094  books  and  3  prints  were  accessioned. 
35  books  were  withdrawn. 
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PRINTS  SECTION 

Bertha  S.  Taylor,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in  which 
are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the  State 
Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  shown 
about  50  prints  at  a  time  and  exhibits  are 
constantly  maintained.  Visitors  are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  210  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4657. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3447,  6  plates  having  been  added  during 
January,  February  and  March.  There  were 
635  visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  during  this 
period. 

Work  from  the  California  Society  of 
Etchers  was  exhibited  during  January. 
The  February  show  was  from  the  Prairie 
Print  Makers  Society.  In  March,  drawings, 
drypoints  and  watercolors  by  Juliette  May 
Fraser  of  Honolulu  were  featured. 

REFERENCE  SECTION 

Beulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Reference  Section  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Reference  Section  and 
from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Section.  It 
also  handles  all  requests  for  books  and 
information  except  those  referred  to  the 
specialized  departments  of  the  Library. 

All  the  general  reference  books  are 
shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the  main 
reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities  with- 


out local  library  service  may  borrow 
directly  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library. 

SUTRO   BRANCH 

Helen  M.  Bruner,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Sutro  branch  occupies  space  in  the 
Public  Library,  Civic  Center,  San  Fran- 
cisco 2,  and  is  open  Monday  to  Friday 
from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. ;  Saturday  9  a.m.  to 
12  m. 

Sutro  branch  participated  in  the  Wash- 
ington and  Lincoln  exhibits  in  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library's  main  delivery 
room  during  February,  lending  for  display 
its  original  Washington  letter  as  well  as 
several  early  and  rare  books  by  or  about 
Washington  or  Lincoln. 

EMPLOYMENT  REGISTRATION

STATISTICS 

A  list  of  California  libraries  is  published 
in  the  annual  statistics  number  of  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries  each  Janu- 
ary. This  includes  the  annual  reports  of 
public  libraries,  special  libraries  and  school 
libraries  (except  elementary  schools)  of  the 
state,  arranged  by  location  under  county 
and  city. 

Statistics  compiled  from  public  library 
reports  as  of  June  30,  1946,  show  the 
following  totals.  For  all  California  public 


libraries  (49  county  free  libraries,  11  dis- 
trict libraries  and  147  municipal  libraries) 
the  book  collections  totaled  about  13,573,- 
587  volumes.  The  circulation  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  from  these  207 
public  libraries  was  reported  as  37,855,971. 
The  annual  income  from  taxation  and 
other  sources  totaled  about  $8,079,647,  of 
which  $1,309,472  was  spent  for  books  and 
periodicals  (city  libraries  $781,354  ;  county 
libraries  $528,118).  There  were  2,272,043 
registered  borrowers  in  these  libraries.

Dr.  Lewis  F.  Stieg,  assistant  director 
of  the  Library  School  and  professor  of 
Library  Science  at  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois for  the  past  four  years,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  directorship  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California  Graduate 
School  of  Library  Science.

U.  C.  School  of  Librarianship

another  new  course,  Reading  and  Reading 
Interests,  has  been  instituted  as  a  second 
semester  elective. 

New  courses  in  the  master's  degree  cur- 
riculum include  a  basic  offering  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  practice  of  library  administra- 
tion ;  The  Library  in  the  Community  ;  Con- 
tent Analysis ;  and  Advanced  Classifica- 
tion. 

Prospective  first-year  students  who  have 
taken  some  work  in  Type  I  or  Type  II 
schools  and  have  a  high  scholastic  record 
will,  in  some  cases,  be  given  credit  in  the 
University's  School  for  up  to  four  units 
of  such  work,  Dean  Danton  announces. 
A  similar  provision  already  applies  for 
second-year  students. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  libraries  have 
indicated  a  willingness  to  consider  for  up  to 
half  time  employment  students  who  are 
accepted  in  the  University  of  California's 
School  of  Librarianship  second-year  cur- 
riculum. 

The  agreement  came  at  the  School's  sug- 
gestion for  a  cooperative  program.  Posi- 
tions will  pay  approximately  $1,200  a  year 
in  both  public  and  university  library  fields. 

Prospective  master's  degree  students  in- 
terested in  these  opportunities  should  so 
indicate  when  applying  for  admission  to  the 
University  of  California  School.  If  appli- 
cations are  favorably  acted  upon,  the  names 
of  the  applicants  will  be  forwarded  to  one 
or  more  of  the  libraries  in  the  cooperative 
project,  Dean  J.  Periam  Danton  said.

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARY  LAW 

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was 
made  a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the 
1943  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  provi- 
sions of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed 
but  they  have  been  completely  rearranged 
and  the  wording  changed  in  many  cases. 

A  revised  edition  of  Library  Laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  1946,  is  available  for 
distribution  upon  request  to  the  State 
Library,  Sacramento  9. 
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The  bill  establishing  the  California  State 
Library  was  signed  by  Governor  Peter  H. 
Burnett,  January  24,  1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Sep- 
tember 4,  1913,  discontinued  by  motion 
adopted  May  22,  1920. 

The  fiscal  budget  for  the  period  July  1, 
1947- June  30, 1948  totals  $286,757  (which 
includes  allotments  of  $216,640  for  salaries, 
$32,365  for  books,  continuations  and  bind- 
ing, and  $37,752  for  other  operating  ex- 
penses). 

Total  accessions  423,101  (less  7099  lost 
and  withdrawn  =  416,002)  exclusive  of 
48,220  accessions  in  Books  for  Blind  Sec- 
tion and  91,359  volumes  in  the  Sutro 
Branch  in  San  Francisco.

BOOK   REPAIR  SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu   M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  preser- 
vation of  books  and  other  library  materials 
is  centered  in  this  Section.  The  work  con- 
sists of  repairing  and  recovering  books, 
making  slip  covers  for  valuable  books, 
binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral 
materials,  mounting  and  framing  pictures, 
maps,  etc.,  marking  titles  and  numbers  on 
bindings. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mrs.    Virginia    S.   Simpson,    Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types  are 
sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  California 
upon  application.  Lists  of  material  avail- 
able for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request.  Writ- 
ing appliances  and  games  for  the  blind  are 
lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy 
such  articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds 
can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered.  Ad- 
dresses of  firms  supplying  all  articles  lent 
will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  litera- 
ture are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and  one 
including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to  April  1, 
1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  requesting 
them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and  Moon  books 
received  through  the  Library  of  Congress 
Project,  Books  for  the  Adult  Blind,  are 
also  available  upon  request  for  the  period 
1931-1946.  Neivs  Notes,  reprinted  from 
Neivs  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 
quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  requests  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up  one 
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by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in  that 
way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000   for  sound-reproduction   records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  See  page  347. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1,125 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves.  These 
machines  are  distributed  as  loans  for  an 
indefinite  period.  Those  persons  who  are  in- 
terested in  borrowing  them  should  write  to 
the  State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  ap- 
plication blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines 
are  available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  figures. 
Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one  Braille 
Grade  2  type,  which  was  known  as  Euro- 
pean Braille.  Books  in  the  English  lan- 
guage printed  in  this  type  were  published 
only  in  England.  The  United  States  pub- 
lishing houses  printed  most  books  for  the 
blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
li.  In  1932  the  Uniform  Type  Commis- 
sion, representing  all  English  speaking 
countries,  met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to 
adopt  Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Braille  books  for  adults.  Standard  Eng- 
lish Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified  form  of 
European  Braille,  having  189  contrac- 
tions. There  will  be  no  further  additions 
to  the  European  Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  48,220,  as  fol- 
lows: European  Braille  books,  2,460 ;  Moon 
books,  11,076;  Braille  Grade  1  and  1| 
books,  13,555 ;  Braille  Grade  2  books, 
13,280 ;  all  other  types,  215.  Braille  books 
about  music  and  music  scores,  2,388 ;  appli- 
ances, 91 ;  games,  69 ;  maps,  40 ;  talking 
books  (containers),  5,046.  There  are  15,- 
451  magazines  available  in  Moon,  Braille, 
and  New  York  Point. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  9,833 
books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows :  Braille 
Grades  1  and  1$,  768;  Braille  Grades  2, 
1,980 ;  Moon,  1,449  ;  magazines,  528  ;  talk- 
ing books  (containers),  5,100. 


Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  les- 
sons regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity 
and  makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  lessons 
in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and  down 
the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

Prom  April  1  to  June  30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  338  lessons  in  the  homes  of 
the  blind  and  19  lessons  in  libraries.  They 
made  250  visits  and  calls  in  connection 
with  the  work  for  purposes  other  than  giv- 
ing lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  485  hours  on  cor- 
respondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  327  letters  and  250  postals,  and  re- 
ceived 314  letters  and  83  postals.  They  also 
answered  and  made  545  telephone  calls. 
The  various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  cannot 
easily  be  tabulated. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 
Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State 
Library  has  a  working  collection  of  printed 
and  manuscript  sources  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  state  in  its  many  phases. 
This  section  collects  and  preserves  books, 
manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals,  news- 
papers, photographs,  and  other  material 
bearing  upon  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  entire  collection  is  available 
for  reference  and  much  of  it  also  circulates. 
The  staff  of  the  department,  by  maintain- 
ing a  familiarity  with  the  material  in  its 
specialized  field  and  by  preparing  indexes 
and  other  keys,  is  able  to  give  expert  assist- 
ance to  students,  authors,  librarians,  and 
others  interested  in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monterey) 
and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files.  The 
index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to  the 
article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the  date, 
page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local  his- 
torical interest. 

The  collection  of  California  newspapers 
now  numbers  over  20,000  bound  volumes, 
and  there  are  numerous  files  of  California 
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periodicals.  For  many  years  biographical 
information  pertaining  to  California  pio- 
neers, authors,  artists  and  musicians  has 
been  collected,  and  this  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fiction,' 
dramatic  material,  printed  indexes  to  the 
great  registers  of  voters  of  the  State,  busi- 
ness papers  and  letters  and  diaries  of 
pioneers. 

During  April  and  May,  472  catalog,  1936 
information,  and  4684  newspaper  cards 
have  been  added  to  the  indexes ;  81  pro- 
cessed books  and  pamphlets  and  63  bound 
volumes  of  periodicals  have  been  made 
available  in  the  section.  152  letters  requir- 
ing research,  46  letters  regarding  vital 
statistics,  and  100  subject  request  slips 
were  answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  consists 
of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new  mate- 
rial acquired  by  the  Library  and  maintain- 
ing the  public  catalog,  the  official  catalog, 
the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  ( including  those  of  the 
University  of  California  and  Stanford 
University)  and  the  printed  cards  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Since  the  Library 
of  Congress  discontinued  supplying  cards 
to  depository  catalogs,  on  December  31, 
1946,  Library  of  Congress  entries  have 
appeared  in  the  Cumulative  Catalog  of 
Library  of  Congress  Printed  Cards.  This 
publication  supplements  the  Union  Cata- 
log. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion, which  handles  all  newspapers  and 
magazines  received  by  the  Library,  record- 
ing their  receipt,  distributing  them  to  the 
proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and  collect- 
ing them  for  binding. 


During  April,  May  and  June,  1198  books 
were  cataloged  and  8480  cards  were  added 
to  the  catalogs.  41,535  cards  were  filed 
into  the  Union  Catalog. 

CRAFTS  AND  SHIPPING  SECTION

Photostating,  printing  and  photography, 
the  handling  of  library  supplies  and  ship- 
ments of  books  on  interlibrary  loans  are  all 
centered  in  this  Section. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 
SECTION 
Evelyn  Huston,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Government  Documents  Section  ad- 
ministers the  Library's  collection  of  official 
publications  of  federal,  state,  county,  mu- 
nicipal and  foreign  governments  and  some 
quasi  public  bodies.  Its  function  is  to  select, 
acquire,  arrange,  and  assist  in  the  use  of 
this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of  the 
State  of  California  from  other  institutions 
will  be  accepted  after  shipping  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  State 
Library. 

The  quarterly  list  of  California  State 
documents  received  may  be  found  on  page 
337.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  list 
every  publication  received  by  the  Section, 
which  makes  an  effort  to  obtain  copies  of 
all  reports  issued  by  the  various  California 
agencies.  Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended 
in  1939,  the  State  Library  is  entitled  to 
receive  copies  of  all  publications  issued  by 
the  cities  and  counties  of  California. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  _  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow^  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall  is 
fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  members 
of  the  Legislature,  information  on  the  laws 
of  California  and  other  states  and  countries 
is  given  on  inquiry  from  libraries  and  indi- 
viduals.

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ORDER  SECTION 

John  S.  Gildersleeve,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library  is 
done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly  with 
the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on  selec- 
tion is  given  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
particularly  in  fields  relating  to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  scholarly  works  in 
nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used  to 
fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  extension 
service  through  the  city  and  county  li- 
braries of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction  and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the  needs 
of  their  communities.  The  State  Library 
makes  an  effort  to  supplement  this  service 
with  books  which  many  small  libraries 
cannot  buy..  Our  purchasing  is  therefore 
rather  closely  limited  to  the  more  substan- 
tial non-fiction,  including  technical  books 
and  scholarly  works  in  all  fields  except 
medicine. 

During  Api'il,  May  and  June  1418  books, 
8  prints  and  1  map  were  accessioned.  41 
books  were  withdrawn  ;  4  were  reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Senior  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in  which 
are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the  State 
Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  shown 
about  50  prints  at  a  time  and  exhibits  are 
constantly  maintained.  Visitors  are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  7  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4664. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3459,  12  plates  having  been  added  during 
April,  May  and  June.  There  were  1141 
visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  during  this 
period. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  Sierra 
Camera  Club  was  shown  in  April,  with 
the  members  holding  their  regular  meeting 
in  the  Prints  Room  the  evening  of  the 
29th.  The  May  exhibit  consisted  of  water- 
colors  of  California  wildflowers  by  Mrs. 
Fanny  McClatchy  Richardson  of  Sacra- 
mento, and  in  June  drypoints  and  etchings 
by  John  Stoll  of  San  Francisco  were 
shown. 


The  Art  Lovers  Club  from  Oakland  held 
a  meeting  in  the  Prints  Room  on  May  9. 

REFERENCE  SECTION

The  Reference  Section  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Reference  Section  and 
from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Section.

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The  flow  of  requests  to  the  California 
State  Library  for  information  on  public 
library  salaries  continues ;  so  it  has  been 
decided  to  make  this  third  compilation  of 
current  salary  statistics  more  comprehen- 
sive than  in  other  years,*  by  including  pay 
figures  for  the  smaller  libraries  also.  All 
county  and  municipal  libraries  in  the  state 
were  circularized  in  August,  1947,  to  secure 
current  information  on  monthly  salary 
ranges,  or,  for  those  libraries  in  which  a 
classification  plan  with  regular  pay  scale 
had  not  yet  been  established,  a  report  of 
actual  salaries  being  paid  this  fiscal  year. 

To  secure  and  retain  employees  it  is 
essential  that  libraries  be  able  to  offer  sal- 
aries adjusted  to  cost  of  living  and  to  meet 
competition  of  established  salaries  for 
equivalent  positions  in  other  professional 
and  clerical  work.  Librarians  have  had  to 
be  insistent  that  all  library  employees 
should  be  paid  on  the  same  scale  as  em- 
ployees on  equivalent  ratings  in  other 
public  offices  in  their  community.  Strangely 
enough,  this  contention  has  not  always  been 
accepted  without  argument  by  the  salary- 
fixing  authorities,  who  often  limit  their 
comparisons  with  the  "prevailing  wage" 
to  libraries  alone — thus  forming  a  vicious 
circle.  The  salary-fixing  authorities  also 
tend  to  maintain  a  differential  on  the 
grounds  that  "Libraries  are  more  pleasant 
places  to  work  .  .  ." 

In  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  neces- 
sary, in  some  smaller  libraries,  to  fill  pro- 
fessional positions  temporarily  with  per- 
sons not  having  library  school  training,

because  of  inability  to  secure  library  school 
graduates  for  salaries  available.  On  the 
whole,  though,  there  has  been  a  notable 
upward  adjustment  of  library  salaries 
throughout  the  state  in  the  past  two  years, 
and  several  surveys  are  in  process  for 
further  revision  within  library  systems. 

There  is  a  trend  toward  more  definite 
pay  plans  based  on  adequate  delineation 
and  classification  of  jobs,  with  specific 
salary  ranges  established  (for  both  profes- 
sional and  clerical  positions)  and  provision 
for  four  or  five  merit  raises,  usually  annual 
increments  of  approximately  5  per  cent. 
"Working  hours  are  becoming  more  stand- 
ardized also,  with  the  five-day,  40-hour 
week  gaining  precedence.  In  other  words, 
the  pay  is  generally  fixed  for  a  specific  job 
and  for  a  definite  work  period. 

Where  possible,  we  have  tabulated  pay 
ranges  rather  than  actual  salaries  being 
paid  as  of  the  date  reported,  because  the 
range  is  of  more  permanent  significance. 
Also,  we  believe  the  salary  information 
printed  in  these  tabulations  should  be  as 
impersonal  as  possible — with  reference 
made  to  type  of  work  being  paid  for  rather 
than  to  persons  filling  the  positions. 

Ranges  for  all  established  positions  in 
the  State  Library  have  been  listed,  while 
positions  in  the  city  and  county  libraries 
have  been  grouped  under  several  general 
headings.  These  groups  are  to  be  considered 
as  merely  indicative  of  certain  levels  of 
educational  requirements  and  responsibil- 
ity in  the  positions  included.  This  neces- 
sarily broad  classification  should  be  inter- 
preted to  fit  the  local  terminology  of  posi- 
tions in  each  library.

Sections  22161-2  and  22131-4  of  the 
Education  Code  (Chap.  71,  Cal.  Statutes 
1943 )  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  22161.  There  is  in  the  State  Gov- 
ernment a  commission  known  as  the  Board 
of  Library  Examiners,  consisting  of  the 
State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio  chairman 
of  the  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library.  The  members  of  the 
board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services,  except  their  actual  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  State  Library  Fund. 

Sec.  22162.  The  board  shall  pass  upon 
the  qualifications  of  all  persons  desiring 
to  become  county  librarians,  and  may,  in 
writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  govern- 
ment, and  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  22131.  Upon  the  establishment  of 
a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  the  board. 

Sec.  22132.  No  person  is  eligible  to  the 
office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior  to 
his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of 
qualification  for  the  office. 

Sec.  22133.  At  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  California. 


Sec.  22134.  Persons  of  either  sex  are 
eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of 
county  librarian.

The  list  of 
those  who  will  possibly  be  interested  is 
important  to  the  Board  so  that  a  decision 
may  be  reached  in  regard  to  the  time  of 
holding  another  examination.

COUNTY    FREE    LIBRARY    LAW 

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was  made 
a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the  1943 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  provisions 
of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed  but  they 
have  been  completely  rearranged  and  the 
wording  changed  in  many  cases. 

A  newly  revised  edition  of  Library  Laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  1946,  is  avail- 
able for  distribution  upon  request  to  the 
State  Library,  Sacramento  9. 
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CALIFORNIA  STATE  LIBRARY 


The  bill  establishing  the  California  State 
Library  was  signed  by  Governor  Peter  H. 
Burnett,  January  24,  1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Septem- 
ber 4, 1913,  discontinued  by  motion  adopted 
May  22,  1920. 

The  fiscal  budget  for  the  period  July  1, 
1947-June  30, 1948  totals  $286,757  (which 
includes  allotments  of  $216,640  for  salaries, 
$32,365  for  books,  continuations  and  bind- 
ing, and  $37,752  for  other  operating  ex- 
penses). There  was  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $12,500  for  purchase  of  books 
on  California,  and  about  $22,860  to  cover 
general  and  special  salary  adjustments. 

Total  accessions  424,600  (less  7159  lost 
and  withdrawn  =  417,441)  exclusive  of 
48,621  accessions  in  Books  for  Blind  Sec- 
tion and  91,362  volumes  in  the  Sutro 
Branch  in  San  Francisco.

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types  are 
sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  California 
upon  application.  Lists  of  material  avail- 
able for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Writing  appliances  and  games  for  the  blind 
are  lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy 
such  articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds 
can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered.  Ad- 
dresses of  firms  supplying  all  articles  lent 
will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  litera- 
ture are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and  one 
including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to  April  1, 
1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  requesting 
them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and  Moon  books 
received  through  the  Library  of  Congress 
Project,  Books  for  the  Adult  Blind,  are 
also  available  upon  request  for  the  period 
1931-1946.  News  Notes,  reprinted  from 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 
quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  requests  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up  one 
by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in  that 
way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000  for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied   from    these    appropriations.    Many 
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titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  See  page  406. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1162 
talking  book  machines  to  blind  persons  in 
California  and  Nevada.  These  machines 
are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Those  persons  who  are  interested 
in  borrowing  them  should  write  to  the 
State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  applica- 
tion blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are 
available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  figures. 
Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one  Braille 
Grade  2  type,  which  was  known  as  Euro- 
pean Braille.  Books  in  the  English  lan- 
guage printed  in  this  type  were  published 
only  in  England.  The  United  States  pub- 
lishing houses  printed  most  books  for  the 
blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
lh  In  1932  the  Uniform  Type  Commis- 
sion, representing  all  English  speaking 
countries,  met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to 
adopt  Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Braille  books  for  adults.  Standard  Eng- 
lish Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified  form  of 
European  Braille,  having  189  contrac- 
tions. There  will  be  no  further  additions 
to  the  European  Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  48,621,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books,  2460  ;  Moon 
books,  11,123 ;  Braille  Grade  1  and  Grade 
1|  books,  13,566 ;  Braille  Grade  2  books, 
13,452  ;  all  other  types,  215 ;  Braille  books 
about  music  and  music  scores,  2388  ;  appli- 
ances, 91 ;  games,  69  ;  maps,  40  ;  talking 
books  (containers) ,  5217.  There  are  15,750 
magazines  available  in  Moon,  Braille  and 
New  York  Point. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
9989  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille  Grades  1  and  1£,  782  ;  Braille  Grade 
2,  2172  ;  Moon,  1479  ;  magazines,  581 ;  talk- 
ing books  (containers),  4959. 
Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  lessons 
regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  and 
makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  lessons 
in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and  down 
the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  July  1  to  September  30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  237  lessons  in  the  homes  of 
the  blind  and  41  lessons  in  libraries.  They 
made  206  visits  and  calls  in  connection 
with  the  work  for  purposes  other  than  giv- 
ing lessons. 


During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and  Miss 
Morrison  spent  542  hours  on  correspond- 
ence and  preparing  lessons.  They  wrote  303 
letters  and  181  postals,  and  received  274 
letters  and  83  postals.  They  also  answered 
and  made  537  telephone  calls.  The  various 
other  activities  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  home  teachers  can  not  easily  be 
tabulated. 

BOOK  REPAIR  SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  preser- 
vation of  books  and  other  library  materials 
is  centered  in  this  Section.  The  work  con- 
sists of  repairing  and  recovering  books, 
making  slip  covers  for  valuable  books, 
binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral 
materials,  mounting  and  framing  pictures, 
maps,  etc.,  marking  titles  and  numbers  on 
bindings. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State 
Library  has  a  working  collection  of  printed 
and  manuscript  sources  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  state  in  its  many  phases. 
This  section  collects  and  preserves  books, 
manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals,  news- 
papers, photographs,  and  other  material 
bearing  upon  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  entire  collection  is  available 
for  reference  and  much  of  it  also  circulates. 
The  staff  of  the  department,  by  maintain- 
ing a  familiarity  with  the  material  in  its 
specialized  field  and  by  preparing  indexes 
and  other  keys,  is  able  to  give  expert  assist- 
ance to  students,  authors,  librarians,  and 
others  interested  in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monterey) 
and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files.  The 
index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to  the 
article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the  date, 
page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local  his- 
torical interest. 

For  many  years  biographical  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  California  pioneers, 
authors,  artists  and  musicians  has  been 
collected,  and  this  file  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fiction, 
dramatic  material,  printed  indexes  to  the 
great  registers  of  voters  of  the  State,  busi- 
ness papers,  and  letters  and  diaries  of 
pioneers. 

The  collection  of  California  newspapers 
now  numbers  over  20,000  bound  volumes, 
and  there  are  numerous  files  of  California 
periodicals. 
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The  installation  of  microfilm  reading 
machines  has  made  available  to  public  use 
the  library's  growing  microfilm  collection. 
Most  current  California  newspapers  now 
received  are  being  recorded  on  microfilm 
by  the  library's  photocopyist.  The  collec- 
tion of  microfilms  also  includes  files  of 
several  early  and  rare  California  news- 
papers and  some  few  other  miscellaneous 
items.  Films  are  filed  in  special  humidity- 
controlled  steel  cabinets  readily  accessible 
to  users  of  the  reading  machines. 

During  June,  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember, 429  catalog,  2552  information,  and 
8971  newspaper  cards  have  been  added  to 
the  indexes ;  86  processed  books  and 
pamphlets,  42  bound  volumes  of  periodicals 
and  238  rolls  of  microfilm  copies  of  Cali- 
fornia newspapers  have  been  made  avail- 
able in  the  Section.  230  author  request 
slips  were  received ;  212  subject  request 
slips  and  385  letters  requiring  research 
were  answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  consists 
of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new  mate- 
rial acquired  by  the  Library  and  maintain- 
ing the  public  catalog,  the  official  catalog, 
the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  (including  those  of 
the  University  of  California  and  Stanford 
University)  and  the  printed  cards  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Since  the  Library 
of  Congress  discontinued  supplying  cards 
to  depository  catalogs,  on  December  31, 
1946,  Library  of  Congress  entries  have 
appeared  in  the  Cumulative  Catalog  of 
Library  of  Congress  Printed  Cards.  This 
publication  supplements  the  Union  Cata- 
log. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion, which  handles  all  newspapers  and 
magazines  received  by  the  Library,  record- 
ing their  receipt,  distributing  them  to  the 
proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and  collect- 
ing them  for  binding. 

During  July,  August  and  September,  800 
books  were  cataloged  and  5587  cards  were 
added  to  the  catalogs.  29,904  cards  were 
filed  into  the  Union  Catalog. 


CRAFTS   AND    SHIPPING    SECTION

Photostating,  photography  and  printing, 
as  well  as  the  handling  of  library  equip- 
ment and  supplies,  and  shipments  of  books 
and  other  library  materials  on  interlibrary 
loans  are  all  centered  in  this  Section. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 
SECTION 

Evelyn  Huston,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Government  Documents  Section  ad- 
ministers the  Library's  collection  of  official 
publications  of  federal,  state,  county,  mu- 
nicipal and  foreign  governments  and  some 
quasi  public  bodies.  Its  function  is  to  select, 
acquire,  arrange,  and  assist  in  the  use  of 
this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of  the 
State  of  California  from  other  institutions 
will  be  accepted  after  shipping  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  State 
Library. 

The  quarterly  list  of  California  State 
documents  received  may  be  found  on  page 
396.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  list 
every  publication  received  by  the  Section, 
which  makes  an  effort  to  obtain  copies  of 
all  reports  issued  by  the  various  California 
agencies. 

This  will  be  our  last  compilation  of  the 
list  of  accessions  of  California  state  publi- 
cations. Hereafter,  this  information  may 
be  found  in  the  new  periodical,  California 
State  Publications ;  a  Quarterly  List,  to 
be  issued  by  the  Supervisor  of  Publications 
Distribution,  State  Printing  Division,  11th 
and  O  Streets,  Sacramento  14.  The  first 
number  will  be  available  for  distribution 
from  that  source  during  October,  1947. 

Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended  in  1939, 
the  State  Library  is  entitled  to  receive 
copies  of  all  publications  issued  by  the 
cities  and  counties  of  California.  Acces- 
sions for  July,  August  and  September  may 
be  found  on  page  396. 

LAW    AND    LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 
The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
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in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall  is 
fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  members 
of  the  Legislature,  information  on  the  laws 
of  California  and  other  states  and  countries 
is  given  on  inquiry  from  libraries  and  indi- 
viduals.

ORDER  SECTION 

Margaret  E.  Preston,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library  is 
done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly  with 
the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on  selec- 
tion is  given  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
particularly  in  fields  relating  to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  scholarly  works  in 
nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used  to 
fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  extension 
service  through  the  city  and  county  li- 
braries of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction  and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the  needs 
of  their  communities.  The  State  Library 
makes  an  effort  to  supplement  this  service 
with  books  which  many  small  libraries 
cannot  buy.  Our  purchasing  is  therefore 
rather  closely  limited  to  the  more  substan- 
tial non-fiction,  including  technical  books 
and  scholarly  works  in  all  fields  except 
medicine. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
1485  books  and  14  prints  were  accessioned. 
60  books  were  withdrawn. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Senior  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in  which 
are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the  State 
Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  shown 
about  50  prints  at  a  time  and  exhibits  are 
constantly  maintained.  Visitors  are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  13  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4677. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3475,  16  plates  having  been  added  during 
July,  August  and  September.  There  were 
962  visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  during 
his  period. 

A  collection  of  serigraphs  loaned  by  the 
Art  in  Action  Shop  of  the  City  of  Paris, 
San  Francisco,  was  shown  during  July. 
The  exhibit  for  August  and  September 
"Vacation  Lands,"  consisted  of  selected 
prints  from  the  State  Library  collection. 


REFERENCE  SECTION 

Seulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Reference  Section  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Reference  Section  and 
from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Section.  It 
also  handles  all  request  for  books  and 
information  except  those  referred  to  the 
specialized  departments  of  the  Library. 

A  collection  of  general  reference  books 
is  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the  main 
reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to  lend 
books  through  other  libraries  where  pos- 
sible. Individuals  in  communities  without 
local  library  service  may  borrow  directly 
upon  making  arrangements  with  the  State 
Library.

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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES— ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

Annual  report  blanks  were  sent  in  June,  1947,  to  all  California  libraries 
except  elementary  public  school  and  church  libraries,  and  those  which 
belong  to  private  individuals  and  are  not  open  to  the  public.  Except  when 
otherwise  noted,  statistics  from  the  public  library  annual  reports  cover  the 
period  from  July  1,  1946,  to  June  30,  1947.  The  school  year  1946-47  is  used 
as  the  time  basis  for  school  library  reports.  All  reports  are  arranged  under 
city  and  county  by  name  of  library,  and  counties  are  arranged  alpha- 
betically. To  determine  the  county  in  which  any  place  is  located  see  the  place 
index,  page  8,  which  includes  locations  of  branch  and  station  libraries 
that  are  listed  elsewhere  only  under  the  main  library.  For  arrangements  of 
libraries  by  subject  or  type  refer  to  the  annual  Index  Supplement  to  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

The  Public  Library  Statistical  Report,  a  standard  form  for  gathering 
statistics  on  city,  county  and  district  libraries  throughout  the  United  States, 
was  used  as  a  basis  for  the  mimeographed  forms  we  distribute.  Special 
forms  on  postal  cards  are  used  for  annual  reports  from  all  other  types  of 
libraries. 

Problems  in  regard  to  the  collecting  of  library  statistics  center  chiefly 
on  three  objects :  currency  of  news,  accuracy  of  information,  and  uniformity 
in  methods  of  calculating  totals.  For  accomplishment  of  these  objects,  direc- 
tories, professional  journals  and  printed  items  about  California  libraries 
(as  gathered  by  a  newspaper  clipping  agency)  are  checked  constantly  for 
facts  in  addition  to  those  reported  directly  to  the  State  Library  each  year 
by  librarians.  Chief  librarians  listed  under  names  of  libraries  are  those  most 
recently  reported  in  office  up  to  the  time  of  publishing  these  statistics. 

In  order  that  libraries  will  compile  the  totals  they  report  in  a  uniform 
manner,  the  following  requirements  and  definitions  have  been  applied : 


The  assessed  valuation  as  given  for  each 
county  does  not  include  the  value  of  in- 
tangible property,  a  third  of  the  tax  on 
which  goes  to  the  county.  Figures  are  based 
on  the  annual  statement,  "Value  of  Prop- 
erty in  and  Indebtedness  of  Each  County," 
California  State  Controller's  Office. 

Population  statistics  are  given  for  coun- 
ties and  for  all  towns  having  municipal 
libraries.  Federal  government  population 
figures  as  of  April  1,  1940,  have  been  used, 
with  revised  population  figures  from  spe- 
cial census  reports  indicated  in  footnotes. 

County  law  libraries  are  all  supported 
by  income  received  from  the  $1.00  fee  for 
filing  papers  in  civil  suits,  so  this  informa- 
tion is  not  stated  with  statistics  for  each 
of  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  publication,  a 
municipal  or  city  free  library  is  one  which 
has  been  legally  established  by  city  officials, 
is  supported  by  income  from  taxation  or 
other  public  funds,  and  has  its  own  trustees 
or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  agency  is  any  place,  such  as  a  cen- 
tral library,  branch,  station,  or  book  auto- 
mobile station,  that,  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  public  library  system,  distributes  books 
or  otherwise  renders  library  service  to  the 
public. 

The  total  number  of  distributing  agen- 
cies of  a  public  library  includes  the  central 


library  as  well  as  its  branches  and  stations. 
To  avoid  duplication  in  count,  then,  the 
central  office  of  a  county  library  is  neither 
counted  nor  listed  as  a  separate  community 
branch  or  station,  regardless  of  the  type  of 
service  it  gives  to  the  community  in  which 
it  is  located. 

A  branch  is  an  auxiliary  library  with 
separate  quarters,  a  permanent  basic  col- 
lection of  books,  a  permanent  staff,  and  a 
regular  schedule.  It  must  meet  all  of  these 
requirements. 

A  station  is  a  place  from  which  books  are 
distributed,  but  at  which  there  is  no  perma- 
nent collection  or  library  staff. 

A  school  which  is  served  by  a  public 
library  and  has  not  a  central  library  room 
meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch  is  a 
school  station.  It  is  counted  just  as  one 
agency  even  though  the  books  may  be 
divided  into  a  number  of  class-room  col- 
lections. 

While  the  federal  report  blank  has 
centered  interest  on  housing  of  agencies, 
this  State  Library  is  interested  in  type  of 
service  given  in  agencies  (e.g.  school  and 
community).  For  our  purpose  a  branch 
housed  in  a  school  but  giving  service 
entirely  to  the  community  is  something 
very  different  from  a  school  agency  affili- 
ated for  school  service.  The  first  is  counted 
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as  a  community  agency,  the  second  as  a 
school  agency. 

A  school  branch  or  station  which  gives 
some  community  sen-ice  is  designated  by 
(c)  following  the  name  of  such  distribut- 
ing agency  of  the  county  library.  A  com- 
mimity  branch  or  station  which  is  merely 
located  in  a  school  building  and  not  con- 
nected otherwise  with  the  school  library 
service  is  listed  only  as  a  community 
agency. 

Municipal,  district  and  high  school  li- 
braries which  have  affiliated  with  a  county 
library  for  service  are  counted  in  total 
number  of  distributing  agencies  of  that 
county  library  although  listed  sepai-ately 
from  both  its  branches  and  stations. 

Branch  library  statistics  are  omitted 
under  the  names  of  various  branches.  They 
are  included,  however,  in  the  general  fig- 
ures given  under  the  central  library.  For 
this  reason,  circulation  and  other  statistics 
for  their  own  books  ouly  and  not  for  county 
service  are  shown,  as  a  rule,  by  high  school, 
municipal  and  other  libraries  which  are 
affiliated  with  a  county  free  library. 

Total  circulation  is  the  count  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  lent  for  home 
use,  from  the  central  library  or  any  agency, 
and  the  count  of  each  renewal.  A  county 
or  city  library  includes  in  its  total  circula- 
tion the  count  of  supplementary  books  lent 
from  schools  for  home  use,  but  not  those 
used  iu  class  rooms  only.  A  county  library 
also  includes  the  circulation  of  county  li- 
brary books  from  all  its  agencies  (including 
affiliated  libraries,  which  should  not  include 
such  count  in  their  own  annual  report 
totals) . 

Circulation  should  not  be  estimated,  but 
statistics  should  be  kept  of  actual  couut 
according  to  an  established  system.  Munic- 
ipal libraries  serving  schools  as  regular 
stations  of  the  central  library  will  report 
the  count  of  home  use  (loans  for  overnight 
or  longer  from  the  school  or  class  room 
collections).  When  loans  are  made  in  the 
name  of  a  teacher  of  a  school  just  as  an 
individual  borrower  (rather  than  for  a 
station)  the  count  would,  of  course,  be  one 
for  each  book  lent  and  one  for  each  renewal 
recorded. 

Inter-library  loans  between  libraries 
which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  same 
system  (branches,  stations  and  affiliated 
libraries)  are  not  counted  in  total  circu- 
lation, but  rather  in  shipments  from  a 
central  library.  The  circulation  from  such 
agencies  is  counted  as  noted  above.  State 
Library  books  borrowed  are  included  in 
count  of  inter-library  loans  and  also  in 
circulation  of  the  borrowing  library. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is 
the  lot  of  items  sent  to  one  agency  at  one 
time.  One  shipment  might  be  two  pack- 
ages or  a  dozen,  and  is  really  a  count  of  the 
times  books  and  other  material  have  been 
sent  to  branches  and  stations.  The  total 
items  shipped  would  be  a  count  of  the  indi- 
vidual books  or  articles  in  the  packages 
sent. 

We  consider  a  special  request  to  be  a 
request  emanating  from  an  individual  bor- 


rower, for  the  central  library  to  supply, 
through  its  branch  or  station,  a  specific 
book  or  material  on  one  subject.  In  this  re- 
gard community  service  only  is  considered, 
because  practically  all  school  requests  seem 
to  be  special  requests.  A  request  from  a 
custodian  or  borrower  for  "more  detective 
stories"  would  not  count  as  a  special  re- 
quest. The  count  is  to  be  made  of  actual 
number  of  requests  received  at  the  central 
library,  because  all  the  requests  forwarded 
are  worked  over  by  the  headquarters  staff 
even  if  they  can  not  all  be  filled.  (Items 
sent  to  agencies  in  response  to  requests  are 
counted  under  shipments.) 

Janitors  and  building  force,  as  well  as 
untrained  assistants  in  charge  of  commu- 
nity branches  and  stations  (of  whom  some 
are  unpaid) ,  are  included  in  the  total  count 
of  employees.

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARY  LAW 

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was  made 
a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the  1943 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  provisions 
of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed  but 
they  have  been  completely  rearranged  and 
the  wording  changed  in  many  cases. 

A  revised  edition  of  Library  Latvs  of  the 
State  of  California,  1946,  is  available  for 
distribution  upon  request  to  the  State 
Library,  Sacramento  9. 
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The  bill  establishing  the  California  State 
Library  was  signed  by  Governor  Peter  H. 
Burnett,  January  24, 1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Septem- 
ber 4, 1913,  discontinued  by  motion  adopted 
May  22,  1920. 

The  fiscal  budget  for  the  period  July  1, 
1947- June  30,  1948  totals  $286,757  (which 
includes  allotments  of  $216,640  for  salaries, 
$32,365  for  books,  continuations  and  bind- 
ing, and  $37,752  for  other  operating  ex- 
penses). There  was  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $12,500  for  purchase  of  books 
on  California  for  distribution  to  schools ; 
and  about  $22,860  to  cover  general  and 
special  salarv  adjustments. 

Total  accessions  426,120  (less  7201  lost 
and  withdrawn  =  418,919)  exclusive  of 
48,932  accessions  in  Books  for  the  Blind 
Section  and  91,362  volumes  in  the  Sutro 
Branch  in  San  Francisco.

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  preser- 
vation of  books  and  other  librai-y  materials 
is  centered  in  this  Section.  The  work  con- 
sists of  repairing  and  recovering  books, 
making    slip    covers    for   valuable   books, 


binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral 
materials,  mounting  and  framing  pictures, 
maps,  etc.,  marking  titles  and  numbers  on 
bindings. 

BOOKS   FOR  THE    BLIND   SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 
Embossed  books  in  the  various  types  are 
sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  California 
upon  application.  Lists  of  material  avail- 
able for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Writing  appliances  and  games  for  the  blind 
are  lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy 
such  articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds 
can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered.  Ad- 
dresses of  firms  supplying  all  articles  lent 
will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  liter- 
ature are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and  one 
including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to  April 
1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  requesting 
them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and  Moon  books 
received  through  the  Library  of  Congress 
Project,  Books  for  the  Adult  Blind,  are 
also  available  upon  request  for  the  period 
1931-1946.  News  Notes,  reprinted  from 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 
quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  request  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up  one 
by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in  that 
way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000  for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  See  page  212. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1174 
talking  book  machines  to  blind  persons  in 
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California  and  Nevada.  These  machines 
are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Those  persons  who  are  interested 
in  borrowing  them  should  write  to  the  State 
Library.  They  will  be  sent  application 
blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are  avail- 
able for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  figures. 
Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one  Braille 
Grade  2  type,  which  was  known  as  Euro- 
pean Braille.  Books  in  the  English  lan- 
guage printed  in  this  type  were  published 
only  in  England.  The  United  States  pub- 
lishing houses  printed  most  books  for  the 
blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or  Braille  Grade 
if:  In  1932  the  Uniform  Type  Commis- 
sion, representing  all  English  speaking 
countries,  met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to 
adopt  Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Braille  books  for  adults.  Standard  Eng- 
lish Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified  form  of 
European  Braille,  having  189  contractions. 
There  will  be  no  further  additions  to  the 
European  Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  48,932,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books,  2,460 ; 
Moon  books,  11,223 ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
Grade  1*  books,  13,625 ;  Braille  Grade  2 
books,  13,552  ;  all  other  types,  215  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  music  scores,  2,388  ; 
appliances,  92  ;  games,  70  ;  maps,  40  ;  talk- 
ing books  (containers),  5,267.  There  are 
15,943  magazines  available  in  Moon, 
Braille  and  New  York  Point. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 9,70l  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  fol- 
lows :  Braille  Grades  1  and  If,  748 ; 
Braille  Grade  2,  1899 ;  Moon,  1,412 ;  mag- 
azines, 561;  talking  books  (containers), 
5,061. 

During  the  year  1947,  290  new  borrow- 
ers were  enrolled.  113  borrowers  were 
dropped  from  the  enrollment  when  they 
returned  talking  book  machines.  18  bor- 
rowers died  during  1947.  The  total  enroll- 
ment on  January  1, 1948  was  1,445.  39,650 
books,  talking  books,  magazines,  etc.,  were 
lent  during  the  year. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  lessons 
regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  and 
makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  lessons 
in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and  down 
the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  307  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  61  lessons  in  librar- 
ies. They  made  318  visits  and  calls  in  con- 


nection with  the  work  for  purposes  other 
than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and  Miss 
Morrison  spent  687  hours  on  correspond- 
ence and  preparing  lessons.  They  wrote  427 
letters  and  336  postals,  and  received  289 
letters  and  120  postals.  They  also  answered 
and  made  619  telephone  calls.  The  various 
other  activities  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  home  teachers  can  not  easily  be  tab- 
ulated. 

Home  Teaching  Reports 
July  1,  1946— June  30,  1947 

Detailed  annual  reports  from  the  two 
home  teachers  are  on  file  at  the  State  Li- 
brary. A  condensed  account  of  their  work 
shows  the  main  activities  to  be  as  follows : 

During  the  past  year  Mrs.  Bindt  has 
visited  30  of  the  50  northern  California 
counties,  5  for  the  first  time.  She  has  now 
visited  or  written  letters  to  all  but  3  coun- 
ties. These  3  counties  have  few  blind  peo- 
ple and  they  are  too  inaccessible  to  make 
visits  practical. 

Miss  Morrison  this  year,  as  usual,  has 
given  lessons  in  the  Los  Angeles  vicinity, 
with  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego  and 
Ventura. 

Aside  from  their  usual  routine  duties, 
the  home  teachers  have  attended  social 
activities  of  the  various  centers  and  clubs 
for  the  blind. 

Both  home  teachers  wish  to  express 
their  sincere  appreciation  to  the  county 
welfare  agencies,  librarians,  and  other 
workers  for  the  blind  who  have  cooper- 
ated with  them  in  furthering  their  work.

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 
The  California  Section  of  the  State  Li- 
brary has  a  working  collection  of  printed 
and  manuscript  sources  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  State  in  its  many  phases. 
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This  section  collects  and  preserves  books, 
manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals,  newspa- 
pers, photographs,  and  other  material  bear- 
ing upon  the  development  of  California. 
The  entire  collection  is  available  for  ref- 
erence and  much  of  it  also  circulates.  The 
staff  of  the  department,  by  maintaining  a 
familiarity  with  the  material  in  its  spe- 
cialized field  and  by  preparing  indexes  and 
other  keys,  is  able  to  give  expert  assistance 
to  students,  authors,  librarians,  and  others 
interested  in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monterey) 
and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files.  The 
index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to  the 
article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the  date, 
page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California  per- 
sons and  places  and  items  of  local  histori- 
cal interest. 

For  many  years  biographical  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  California  pioneers,  au- 
thors, artists  and  musicians  has  been  col- 
lected, and  this  file  now  comprises  a  unique 
source  of  such  data.  Other  specialties  are 
the  collection  of  California  fiction,  dra- 
matic material,  printed  indexes  to  the 
great  registers  of  voters  of  the  State,  busi- 
ness papers,  and  letters  and  diaries  of  pio- 
neers. 

The  collection  of  California  newspapers 
now  numbers  over  20,000  bound  volumes, 
and  there  are  numerous  files  of  California 
periodicals. 

The  installation  of  microfilm  reading 
machines  has  made  available  to  public  use 
the  library's  growing  microfilm  collection. 
Most  current  California  newspapers  now 
received  are  being  recorded  on  microfilm 
by  the  library's  photocopyist.  The  collec- 
tion of  microfilms  also  includes  files  of  sev- 
eral early  and  rare  California  newspapers 
and  some  few  other  miscellaneous  items. 
Films  are  filed  in  special  humidity-con- 
trolled steel  cabinets  readily  accessible  to 
users  of  the  reading  machines. 

During  October,  November,  and  Decem- 
ber, 445  catalog,  2138  information,  and 
6367  newspaper  cards  have  been  added  to 
the  indexes ;  67  processed  books  and  pam- 
phlets, 26  bound  volumes  of  periodicals 
and  98  rolls  of  microfilm  copies  of  Califor- 
nia newspapers  have  been  made  available 
in  the  Section.  195  author  request  slips 
were  received ;  160  subject  request  slips 
and  271  letters  requiring  research  were 
answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  consists 
of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new  mate- 
rial acquired  by  the  Library  and  maintain- 
ing the  public  catalog,  the  official  catalog, 
the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  (including  those  of  the 
University  of  California  and  Stanford  Uni- 
versity) and  the  printed  cards  from  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Since  the  Library  of 
Congress  discontinued  supplying  cards  to 
depository  catalogs,  on  December  31,  1946, 
Library  of  Congress  entries  have  appeared 
in  the  Cumulative  Catalog  of  Library  of 
Congress  Printed  Cards.  This  publication 
supplements  the  Union  Catalog. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion, which  handles  all  newspapers  and 
magazines  received  by  the  Library,  record- 
ing their  receipt,  distributing  them  to  the 
proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and  collect- 
ing them  for  binding. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 752  books  were  cataloged  and  4425 
cards  were  added  to  the  catalogs.  27,136 
cards  were  filed  into  the  Union  Catalog.

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 
SECTION

The  Government  Documents  Section  ad- 
ministers the  Library's  collection  of  official 
publications  of  federal,  state,  county,  mu- 
nicipal and  foreign  governments  and  some 
quasi  public  bodies.  Its  function  is  to  se- 
lect, acquire,  arrange,  and  assist  in  the  use 
of  this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of  the 
State  of  California  from  other  institutions 
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will  be  accepted  after  shipping  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  State 
Library. 

The  quarterly  list  of  California  State 
documents  received  may  be  found  on  page 
208.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  list 
every  publication  received  by  the  Section, 
which  makes  an  effort  to  obtain  copies  of 
all  reports  issued  by  the  various  California 
agencies. 

Our  last  compilation  of  the  list  of  ac- 
cessions of  California  state  publications 
appeared  in  the  October,  1947,  issue  of 
this  bulletin.  The  information  may  be 
found  in  the  new  periodical,  California 
State  Publications ;  a  Quarterly  List,  first 
issued  by  the  Supervisor  of  Publications 
Distribution,  State  Printing  Division,  11th 
and  O  Streets,  Sacramento  14,  in  October, 
1947. 

Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended  in  1939, 
the  State  Library  is  entitled  to  receive 
copies  of  all  publications  issued  by  the 
cities  and  counties  of  California.  Acces- 
sions for  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber may  be  found  on  page  208. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Sec- 
tion is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest  re- 
ports, digests,  encyclopedias,  and  textbooks, 
the  statutes  of  other  states,  the  United 
States,  Great  Britain,  Canada,  Australia 
and  certain  other  foreign  countries  and 
briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided  in  the 
California  Supreme  and  Appellate  courts. 
It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books  through  other 
libraries  where  possible.  State  officers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  direct,  however. 
All  books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  state  officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Librarian,  a  recall  is  fair  and  expe- 
dient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on  the 
laws  of  California  and  other  states  and 
countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from  libraries 
and  individuals. 

ORDER   SECTION 

Margaret  E.  Preston,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library  is 
done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly  with 
the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on  selec- 
tion is  given  by  other  members  of  the  staff, 
particularly  in  fields  relating  to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  scholarly  works  in 


nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used  to 
fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  extension 
service  through  the  city  and  county  librar- 
ies of  California.  It  is  assumed  that  the 
smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy  fiction 
and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the  needs  of 
their  communities.  The  State  Library 
makes  an  effort  to  supplement  this  service 
with  books  which  many  small  libraries  can- 
not buy.  Our  purchasing  is  therefore  rather 
closely  limited  to  the  more  substantial 
non-fiction,  including  technical  books  and 
scholarly  works  in  all  fields  except  medi- 
cine. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1514  books  and  6  prints  were  acces- 
sioned. 47  books  were  withdrawn  and  5 
were  reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in  which 
are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the  State 
Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  shown 
about  50  prints  at  a  time  and  exhibits  arc 
constantly  maintained.  Visitors  are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  7  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4684. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3483,  8  plates  having  been  added  during 
October,  November  and  December.  There 
were  668  visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  dur- 
ing this  period. 

The  October  exhibit,  entitled  "Birds  and 
Beasts,"  consisted  of  prints  from  the  State 
Library  collection.  So  that  their  members 
might  enjoy  the  animal  prints,  especially, 
the  Sacramento  Dog  Fanciers  Association 
and  the  Sacramento  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals  held  a  spe-  I 
cial  joint  meeting  in  the  Prints  Room 
October  29. 

In  November,  California  historic  scenes 
were  shown.  This  exhibit  featured  the  work 
of  two  Sacramento  artists,  John  A.  Bran- 
don and  Theodore  Baggelman.  Some  pic- 
tures  of  northern  California  towns  of  the 
Gold  Rush  Period  made  by  contemporary 
artists  were  also  included.  November  6 
was  designated  "Meet  the  Artists  Day," 
and  a  tea,  honoring  Mr.  Brandon  and  Mr. 
Baggelman,  was  held  in  the  Prints  Room.  ; 
On  November  19  Mr.  Baggelman  was  guest 
speaker  of  the  Fruitridge  Literary  Club 
at  an  afternoon  meeting  in  the  Room,  and 
on  the  20th  the  Art  Group  of  the  Tuesday  j 
Club  viewed  the  exhibit. 

As  is  customary  in  December,  the  ex-  ; 
hibit  was  from  the  Print  Makers  Society 
of  California. 

During  the  quarter,  representatives  of 
the  Rose-Marie  and  the  Mignonette  Gar- 
den Clubs  of  Sacramento  contributed* a 
number  of  attractive  flower  arrangements 
in  the  Prints  Room. 

REFERENCE  SECTION 
Beulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Reference  Section  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga-  , 
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zines,  except  those  borrowed  from  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Reference  Section  and 
from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Section.  It 
also  handles  all  requests  for  books  and 
information  except  those  referred  to  the 
specialized  departments  of  the  Library. 

A  collection  of  general  reference  books 
is  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the  main 
reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to  lend 
books  through  other  libraries  where  pos- 
sible.

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STATISTICS 

A  list  of  California  libraries  is  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  statistics  number  of 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  each 
January.  This  includes  the  annual  re- 
ports of  public  libraries,  special  libraries 
and  school  libraries  (except  elementary 
schools)  of  the  state,  arranged  by  loca- 
tion under  county  and  city. 

Statistics  compiled  from  public  library 
reports  as  of  June  30,  1947,  show  the 
following  totals.  For  all  California  pub- 
lic libraries  (51  county  free  libraries,  11 
district  libraries  and  147  municipal 
libraries)  the  book  collections  totaled 
about  14,166,507  volumes.  The  circula- 
tion of  books,  pamphlets  and  periodicals 
from  these  209  public  libraries  was  re- 
ported as  40,324,867.  The  annual  income 
from  taxation  and  other  sources  totaled 
about  $9,632,514.  There  were  2,452,242 
registered  borrowers  in  these  libraries. 

LIBRARIANS 

Dr.  J.  E.  Wallace  Sterling  has  been 
appointed  director  of  Huntington  Library 
and  Art  Gallery,  effective  July  1,  1948. 
Dr.  Sterling  is  professor  of  history  and 
government  at  the  California  Institute 
of  Technology,  where  he  has  been  on  the 
faculty  since  1937.  He  will  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  retirement  of  the  late  Dr. 
Max  Farrand  several  years  ago. 


Appointment  of  Dr.  Lewis  F.  Stieg  as 
University  Librarian  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California  will  take  effect  June 
first.  He  will  succeed  Christian  R.  Dick, 
who  is  retiring  after  21  years  with  the 
university  library.  Miss  Dick  joined  the 
staff  as  assistant  librarian  in  1927,  and 
was  promoted  to  the  head  position  in 
1933. 

Dr.  Stieg  went  to  U.  S.  C.  last  Sep- 
tember as  Director  of  the  Graduate 
Library  School,  which  position  he  will 
continue  to  fill  along  with  directing  the 
university  library.  He  was  formerly 
assistant  director  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  and  prior  to  that  Librarian  of 
Hamilton  College,  New  York. 

Lester  D.  Lopez,  reference  librarian 
of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library 
for  the  past  nine  years,  has  been 
appointed  Librarian  of  the  School  of 
Law,  University  of  Southern  California. 
He  will  also  teach  a  course  in  legal 
biography. 

George  F.  Farrier  took  office  as  Librar- 
ian of  Alhambra  Public  Library  March 
15,  1948.  Following  his  resignation  as 
City  Librarian  of  Hayward  on  March  6, 
Aimee  Creelman  was  in  charge  until 
Harry  Bradford  took  office  on  the  first 
of  April.

Sections  22161-2  and' 22181-4  of  the 
Education  Code  (Chap.  71,  Cal.  Statutes 
1943)  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  22161.  There  is  in  the  State 
Government  a  commission  known  as  the 
Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consisting 
of  the  State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio 
chairman  of  the  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the 
Los  Angeles  public  library.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services,  except  their 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Library  Fund. 

Sec.  22162.  The  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons 
desiring  to  become  county  librarians,  and 
may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its 
own  government,  and  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  22131.  Upon  the  establishment 
of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librar- 
ian, who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for 
cause,  after  a  hearing  by  the  board. 

Sec.  22132.  No  person  is  eligible  to 
the  office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior 
to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from 
the  board  of  library  examiners  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  for  the  office. 

Sec.  22133.  At  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  the  county  librarian  need 


not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  22134.  Persons  of  either  sex  are 
eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of 
county  librarian.

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was 
made  a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the 
1943  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed 
but  they  have  been  completely  rearranged 
and  the  wording  changed  in  many  cases.

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Septem- 
ber 4,  1913,  discontinued  by  motion 
adopted  May  22,  1920. 

The  fiscal  budget  for  the  period  July  1, 
1947-June  30,  1948  totals  $286,757 
(which  includes  allotments  of  $216,640 
for  salaries,  $32,365  for  books,  continua- 
tions and  binding,  and  $37,752  for  other 
operating  expenses).  There  was  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $12,500  for 
purchase  of  books  on  California  for  dis- 
tribution to  schools ;  and  about  $22,860 
to  cover  general  and  special  salary  adjust- 
ments.

BOOK   REPAIR   SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  pres- 
ervation of  books  and  other  library  ma- 
terials is  centered  in  this  Section.  The 
work  consists  of  repairing  and  recovering 
books,  making  slip  covers  for  valuable 
books,  binding  certain  newspapers  and 
ephemeral  materials,  mounting  and  fram- 
ing pictures,  maps,  etc.,  marking  titles 
and  numbers  on  bindings. 
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BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  material 
available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Writing  appliances  and  games  for  the 
blind  are  lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing 
to  buy  such  articles,  so  that  the  different 
kinds  can  be  tried  before  they  are 
ordered.  Addresses  of  firms  supplying 
all  articles  lent  will  be  furnished  on 
request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  bocks  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone 
requesting  them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request  for 
the  period  1931-1946.  News  Notes,  re- 
printed from  Neios  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books  to 
the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000  for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 


the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.  See  page  254. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1162 
talking  book  machines  to  blind  persons  in 
California  and  Nevada.  These  machines 
are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Those  persons  who  are  interested 
in  borrowing  them  should  write  to  the 
State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  applica- 
tion blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are 
available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  fig- 
ures. Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one 
Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was  known 
as  European  Braille.  Books  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  printed  in  this  type  were 
published  only  in  England.  The  United 
States  publishing  houses  printed  most 
books  for  the  blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or 
Braille  Grade  li.  In  1932  the  Uniform 
Type  Commission,  representing  all  Eng- 
lish speaking  countries,  met  in  New  York 
and  agreed  to  adopt  Standard  English 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  2,  as  the 
standard  type  for  press-Braille  books  for 
adults.  Standard  English  Braille  Grade  2 
is  a  modified  form  of  European  Braille, 
having  189  contractions.  There  will  be 
no  further  additions  to  the  European 
Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  49,110  as 
follows  :  European  Braille  books,  2,460  ; 
Moon  books,  11,256  ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
Grade  U  books,  13,623;  Braille  Grade 
2  books,  13,643;  all  other  types,  215; 
Braille  books  about  music  and  music 
scores,  2,388  ;  appliances,  92  ;  games,  70 ; 
maps,  40;  talking  books  (containers), 
5,323.  There  are  16,253  magazines  avail- 
able in  Moon,  Braille  and  New  York 
Point. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
10,115  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille  Grades  1  and  If,  751 ;  Braille 
Grade  2,  2,188  ;  Moon,  1,422;  magazines, 
525;  talking  books  (containers),  5,219. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  les- 
sons regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity 
and  makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
nortnern  part  of  tne  state,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and 
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down  the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes 
occasional  trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  January  1  to  March  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  388  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  62  lessons  in 
libraries.  They  made  351  visits  and  calls 
in  connection  with  the  work  for  purposes 
other  than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  521  hours  on  cor- 
respondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  430  letters  and  412  postals,  and 
received  363  letters  and  120  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  772  telephone 
calls.  The  various  other  activities  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  home  teach- 
ers can  not  easily  be  tabulated. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State 
Library  has  a  working  collection  of 
printed  and  manuscript  sources  dealing 
with  the  history  of  the  State  in  its  many 
phases.  This  section  collects  and  pre- 
serves books,  manuscripts,  maps,  periodi- 
cals, newspapers,  photographs,  and  other 
material  bearing  upon  the  development 
of  California.  The  entire  collection  is 
available  for  reference  and  much  of  it 
also  circulates.  The  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment, by  maintaining  a  familiarity  with 
the  material  in  its  specialized  field  and  by 
preparing  indexes  and  other  keys,  is  able 
to  give  expert  assistance  to  students, 
authors,  librarians,  and  others  interested 
in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Mon- 
terey) and  to  portions  of  a  few  other 
files.  The  index  card  gives  a  brief  refer- 
ence to  the  article,  the  name  of  the  paper, 
the  date,  page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local 
historical  interest. 

For  many  years  biographical  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  California  pioneers,  au- 
thors, artists  and  musicians  has  been  col- 
lected, and  this  file  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fic- 
tion, dramatic  material,  printed  indexes 
to  the  great  registers  of  voters  of  the 
State,  business  papers,  and  letters  and 
diaries  of  pioneers. 


The  collection  of  California  news- 
papers now  numbers  over  20,000  bound 
volumes,  and  there  are  numerous  files  of 
California  periodicals. 

The  installation  of  microfilm  reading 
machines  has  made  available  to  public 
use  the  library's  growing  microfilm  col- 
lection. Most  current  California  news- 
papers now  received  are  being  recorded 
on  microfilm  by  the  library's  photocopy- 
ist.  The  collection  of  microfilms  also 
includes  files  of  several  early  and  rare 
California  newspapers  and  some  few 
other  miscellaneous  items.  Films  are  filed 
in  special  humidity-controlled  steel  cab- 
inets readily  accessible  to  users  of  the 
reading  machines. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
515  catalog,  4,337  information,  and 
6,066  newspaper  cards  have  been  added 
to  the  indexes ;  70  processed  books  and 
pamphlets,  19  bound  volumes  of  periodi- 
cals and  10  rolls  of  microfilm  copies  of 
California  newspapers  have  been  made 
available  in  the  Section.  325  author 
request  slips  were  received ;  210  subject 
request  slips  and  382  letters  requiring 
research  were  answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  con- 
sists of  classifying  and  cataloging  the 
new  material  acquired  by  the  Library 
and  maintaining  the  public  catalog,  the 
official  catalog,  the  shelf  list,  and  the 
Union  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  (including  those  of 
the  University  of  California  and  Stan- 
ford University)  and  the  printed  cards 
from  the  Library  of  Congress.  Since  the 
Library  of  Congress  discontinued  supply- 
ing cards  to  depository  catalogs,  on  De- 
cember 31,  1946,  Library  of  Congress 
entries  have  appeared  in  the  Cumulative 
Catalog  of  Library  of  Congress  Printed 
Cards.  This  publication  supplements  the 
Union  Catalog. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals 
Section,  which  handles  all  newspapers 
and  magazines  received  by  the  Library, 
recording  their  receipt,  distributing  them 
to  the  proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and 
collecting  them  for  binding. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
708  books  were  cataloged  and  5,046  cards 
were  added  to  the  catalogs.  34,640  cards 
were  filed  into  the  Union  Catalog. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 
SECTION

The  Government  Documents  Section 
administers  the  Library's  collection  of 
official  publications  of  federal,  state, 
county,  municipal  and  foreign  govern- 
ments and  some  quasi  public  bodies.  Its 
function  is  to  select,  acquire,  arrange,  and 
assist  in  the  use  of  this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of 
the  State  of  California  from  other  institu- 
tions will  be  accepted,  on  a  selective  basis, 


after  shipping  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  State  Library. 

Our  last  compilation  of  the  list  of  ac- 
cessions of  California  state  publications 
appeared  in  the  October,  1947,  issue  of 
this  bulletin.  Later  information  may  be 
found  in  the  new  periodical,  California 
State  Publications,  issued  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Publications  Distribution,  State 
Printing  Division,  11th  and  O  Streets, 
Sacramento  14. 

Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended  in 
1939,  the  State  Library  is  entitled  to 
receive  copies  of  all  publications  issued 
by  the  cities  and  counties  of  California. 
Accessions  for  the  past  quarter  may  be 
found  on  page  252. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall 
is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals. 

ORDER  SECTION 

Margaret  E.  Preston,  Supervising  Li- 
brarian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Sec- 
tion. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library 
is  done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly 
with  the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on 
selection  is  given  by  other  members  of  the 
staff,  particularly  in  fields  relating  to 
their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  col- 
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lection  of  standard  and  scholarly  works 
in  nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is 
used  to  fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish 
extension  service  through  the  city  and 
county  libraries  of  California.  It  is 
assumed  that  the  smaller  libraries  will 
be  able  to  buy  fiction  and  light  non-fiction 
to  fill  the  needs  of  their  communities.  The 
State  Library  makes  an  effort  to  supple- 
ment this  service  with  books  which  many 
small  libraries  cannot  buy.  Our  purchas- 
ing is  therefore  rather  closely  limited  to 
the  more  substantial  non-fiction,  includ- 
ing technical  books  and  scholarly  works 
in  all  fields  except  medicine. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
3,290  books  and  7  prints  were  acces- 
sioned. 41  books  were  withdrawn  and 
none  were  reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the 
State  Library.  In  display  cases  can  be 
shown  about  50  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Visi- 
tors are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  6  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4,690. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3,510,  27  plates  having  been  added  during 
January,  February  and  March,  1948. 
There  were  1,016  visitors  to  the  Prints 
Room  during  this  period. 

The  annual  exhibit  of  the  California 
Society  of  Etchers  was  held  during  Jan- 
uary. In  February,  work  of  the  Prairie 
Print  Makers  was  shown  and  in  March, 
drawings  of  early  San  Francisco  by  Wil- 
liam H.  Wilke  were  exhibited. 

The  Arts  and  Crafts  Sub-committee, 
Prints  Section,  of  the  Sacramento  County 
Citizens  Centennial  Committee,  met  in 
the  Prints  Room  on  the  afternoon  of 
February  19th.  Mrs.  Hook  is  a  member 
of  the  Prints  Section  committee. 

The  Prints  Room  is  now  open  from  9 
a.m.  to  12  noon  on  the  second  Saturday 
of  each  month,  and  is  closed  the  following 
Monday  morning.

The  Reference  Section  has  the  respon- 
sibility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the 
Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Section 
and  from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Sec- 
tion. It  also  handles  all  requests  for 
books  and  information  except  those  re- 
ferred to  the  specialized  departments  of 
the  Library. 

A  collection  of  general  reference  books 
is  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the 
main  reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities 
without  local  library  service  may  borrow 
directly  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library.

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STATISTICS 

A  list  of  California  libraries  is  pub- 
lished in  the  annual  statistics  number  of 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  each 
January.  This  includes  the  annual  re- 
ports of  public  libraries,  special  libraries 
and  school  libraries  (except  elementary 
schools)  of  the  state,  arranged  by  loca- 
tion under  county  and  city. 

Statistics  compiled  from  public  library 
reports  as  of  June  30,  1947,  show  the 
following  totals.  For  all  California  public 
libraries  (51  county  free  libraries,  11  dis- 
trict libraries  and  147  municipal  libraries) 
the  book  collections  totaled  about  14,166,- 
507  volumes.  The  circulations  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  from  these  209 
public  libraries  was  reported  as  40,324,- 
867.  The  annual  income  from  taxation 
and  other  sources  totaled  about  $9,632,- 
514.  There  were  2,452,242  registered 
borrowers  in  these  libraries. 

LIBRARIANS 

Willis  H.  Kerr  retires  from  the  posi- 
tion of  Librarian  of  Claremont  College 
July  1,  1948,  to  become  Librarian  Emer- 
itus and  bibliographer  consultant.  Mr. 
Kerr  had  been  head  librarian  there  for 
21  years.  David  W.  Davies  has  been 
appointed  library  director  of  the  four 
local  colleges,  as  well  as  Librarian  at 
Claremont  and  Pomona  colleges.  Dr. 
Davies  was  Librarian  at  Pomona  and 
Associate  Librarian  at  Claremont  Col- 
lege prior  to  this  promotion. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Delzell  succeeds  Mrs.  Lila 
G.  Adams  as  head  of  Paso  Robles  Public 
Library.  Mrs.  Adams  was  appointed  San 
Luis  Obispo  County  Librarian  July  1, 
from  which  position  Mrs.  Marie  Fechet 
Kilburn  retired  in  May  of  this  year. 

Mrs.  Louise  DuMond  will  take  over 
the  librarianship  of  Arcadia  Public  Li- 
brary October  1,  1948,  when  she  returns 
from  Europe.  Laurrene  Chene  resigned 
from  the  post  to  be  a  Senior  Reference 
Librarian  in  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, beginning  July  first. 

Named  as  the  new  Librarian  at  Stan- 
ford University  is  Dr.  Raynard  C.  Swank, 


who  will  take  office  at  the  beginning  of 
September.  Dr.  Swank  has  been  on  leave 
of  absence  from  the  University  of  Oregon 
Library  to  assist  in  a  survey  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library  system. 

It  is  a  distinct  honor  for  one  of  our 
California  librarians  to  have  been  chosen 
as  executive  secretary  of  the  American 
Library  Association.  John  MacKenzie 
Cory,  Associate  Librarian  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  Library,  will  go  to 
Chicago  for  the  new  position  on  Septem- 
ber first. 

RECRUITING 

New  awards  for  recruiting  activities 
have  been  made  available  by  the  Quarrie 
Corporation,  in  connection  with  the  na- 
tional campaign  to  encourage  recruiting 
for  the  library  profession.  The  awards 
will  be  administered  by  the  A.  L.  A. 
Board  of  Education  for  Librarianship, 
which  will  appoint  judges  and  work  out 
rules  for  judging  reports. 

There  will  be  three  awards  of  $300, 
$200  and  $100  respectively  to  be  given 
for  the  most  effective  recruiting  efforts 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Education  for 
Librarianship  during  the  year  of  1948 
and  similar  awards  for  the  year  of  1949. 
Presentation  of  the  awards  will  be  made 
at  the  regular  Midwinter  Conference  of 
the  American  Library  Association. 

Any  library,  library  school,  individual 
or  library  group  other  than  the  Board 
will  be  eligible  to  receive  the  awards.  The 
report  of  any  recruiting  project  should 
include  as  much  detail  as  may  be  needed 
to  describe  its  sponsor,  plan  and  methods, 
and  anticipated  results.  The  Board  will 
welcome  immediate  information  about 
any  recruiting  projects  in  progress  in 
1948,  with  supplementary  statements 
sent  later  to  show  progress  and  accom- 
plishment. 

Recruiting  for  the  library  profession  is 
*a  matter  of  profession-wide  concern.  Suc- 
cess will  depend  upon  the  cumulative 
efforts  of  all  librarians  and  library  organ- 
izations. The  Board  shares  with  the 
Quarrie  Corporation  the  hope  that  these 
awards  may  encourage  well-planned  re- 
cruiting efforts  throughout  the  country.

Sections  22161-2  and  22131-4  of  the 
Education  Code  (Chap.  71,  Cal.  Statutes 
1943)  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  22161.  There  is  in  the  State 
Government  a  commission  known  as  the 
Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consisting 
of  the  State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio, 
chairman  of  the  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the 
Los  Angeles  public  library.  The  members 
of  the  board  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion for  their  services,  except  their 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Library  Fund. 

Sec.  22162.  The  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons 
desiring  to  become  county  librarians,  and 
may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its 
own  government,  and  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter. 


Sec.  22131.  Upon  the  establishment 
of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librai'- 
ian, who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for 
cause,  after  a  hearing  by  the  board. 

Sec.  22132.  No  person  is  eligible  to 
the  office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior 
to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from 
the  board  of  library  examiners  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  for  the  office. 

Sec.  22133.  At  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, the  county  librarian  need  not 
be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen 
of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  22134.  Persons  of  either  sex  are 
eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of 
county  librarian.

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARY  LAW 

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was 
made  a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the 
1943  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed 
but  they  have  been  completely  rearranged 
and  the  wording  changed  in  many  cases.

FIELD   REPRESENTATIVE 

Thelma   Reid 

The  work  of  the  Field  Representative 
includes  a  variety  of  activities  relating  to 
the  establishment  and  administration  of 
municipal  and  county  libraries.  Under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Librarian,  a 
clearing  house  of  information  on  library 
practice,  administrative  policies  and 
professional  procedures  is  maintained 
through  correspondence,  interviews  and 
field  trips.  Advice  and  recommendations 
regarding  library  problems  are  provided 
to  librarians,  trustees  and  local  officials 
upon  request. 

From  time  to  time  the  Field  Repre- 
sentative undertakes  investigations  of 
special  problems,  compiling  and  inter- 
preting pertinent  data  in  the  field  or  in 
State  Library  files,  and  prepares  articles 
and  talks  on  library  questions  and  activi- 
ties. Surveys  of  city  and  county  libraries 
are  made  when  requested  by  the  proper 
authorities.  Statements  on  the  applica- 
tions and  interpretation  of  library  law 
are  prepared.  Suggestions  and  advice 
pertaining  to  the  establishment  of  county 
libraries  is  given  to  individuals,  organiza- 
tions and  interested  local  officials.  Other 
assignments  include  inspection  of  county 
libraries,  conferring  with  state  and  local 
officials  regarding  school  library  service, 
departmental  and  special  libraries. 

In  carrying  forward  this  work  there  is 
maintained  in  the  Field  Representative's 
Office  files  of  library  building  plans,  pic- 
tures, publicity,  equipment  catalogs,  legal 
opinions,  ordinances,  library  contracts 
and  data  on  school  and  public  library 
service.  Current  additions  to  the  collec- 
tion are  welcomed.  Librarians  are  urged 
to  send  copies  of  plans  for  new  or  remod- 
eled buildings,  pictures,  reports  of  special 
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activities  and  unusual  booklists  or  pub- 
licity releases  which  may  be  of  assistance 
to  other  librarians. 

BOOK    REPAIR   SECTION 

Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  pres- 
ervation of  books  and  other  library  ma- 
terials is  centered  in  this  Section.  The 
work  consists  of  repairing  and  recovering 
books,  making  slip  covers  for  valuable 
books,  binding  certain  newspapers  and 
ephemeral  materials,  mounting  and  fram- 
ing pictures,  maps,  etc.,  marking  titles 
and  numbers  on  bindings. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  material 
available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Writing  appliances  and  games  for  the 
blind  are  lent  as  samples  to  those  wishing 
to  buy  such  articles,  so  that  the  different 
kinds  can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered. 
Addresses  of  firms  supplying  all  articles 
lent  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  liter- 
ature are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone 
requesting  them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request  for 
the  period  1931-1946.  News  Notes,  re- 
printed from  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books  to 
the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 


blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $1,125,000  is  authorized ; 
$200,000  for  books  in  raised  characters, 
and  the  balance  remaining  for  sound- 
reproduction  records  and  for  the  pur- 
chase, maintenance,  and  replacement  of 
reproducers. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.  See  page  302. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1190 
talking  book  machines  to  blind  persons  in 
California  and  Nevada.  These  machines 
are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Those  persons  who  are  interested 
in  borrowing  them  should  write  to  the 
State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  applica- 
tion blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are 
available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  fig- 
ures. Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one 
Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was  known 
as  European  Braille.  Books  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  printed  in  this  type  were 
published  only  in  England.  The  United 
States  publishing  houses  printed  most 
books  for  the  blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or 
Braille  Grade  \\.  In  1932  the  Uniform 
Type  Commission,  representing  all  Eng- 
lish speaking  countries,  met  in  New  York 
and  agreed  to  adopt  Standard  English 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  2,  as  the  stan- 
dard type  for  press-Braille  books  for 
adults.  Standard  English  Braille  Grade  2 
is  a  modified  form  of  European  Braille, 
having  189  contractions.  There  will  be 
no  further  additions  to  the  European 
Braille  collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  49,321  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books,  2,460 ; 
Moon  books,  11,285  ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
Grade  \\  books,  13,625 ;  Braille  Grade  2 
books,  13,782  ;  all  other  types, 215  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  music  scores, 
2,388  ;  appliances,  92  ;  games,  70  ;  maps, 
40;  talking  books  (containers),  5,364. 
There  are  13,570  magazines  available  in 
Moon  and  Braille. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  10,488 
books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows  :  Braille 
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Grades  1  and  1$,  702 ;  Braille  Grade  2, 
2,221;  Moon,  1,492;  magazines,  570; 
talking  books    (containers),  5,404. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  lessons 
regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  and 
makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  state,  is  located  iu 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and 
down  the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes 
occasional  trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  April  1  to  June  30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  397  lessons  in  the  homes 
of  the  blind  and  43  lessons  in  libraries. 
They  made  347  visits  and  calls  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  for  purposes  other 
than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  585  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  394  letters  and  333  postals,  and 
received  362  letters  and  122  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  712  telephone 
calls.  The  various  other  activities  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  home 
teachers  can  not  easily  be  tabulated. 

CALIFORNIA  SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State 
Library  has  a  working  collection  of 
printed  and  manuscript  sources  dealing 
with  the  history  of  the  State  in  its  many 
phases.  This  section  collects  and  pre- 
serves books,  manuscripts,  maps,  periodi- 
cals, newspapers,  photographs,  and  other 
material  bearing  upon  the  development 
of  California.  The  entire  collection  is 
available  for  reference  and  much  of  it 
also  circulates.  The  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment, by  maintaining  a  familiarity  with 
the  material  in  its  specialized  field  and  by 
preparing  indexes  and  other  keys,  is  able 
to  give  expert  assistance  to  students, 
authors,  librarians,  and  others  interested 
in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Mon- 
terey) and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files. 
The  index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to 


the  article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the 
date,  page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local 
historical  interest. 

For  many  years  biographical  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  California  pioneers, 
authors,  artists  and  musicians  has  been 
collected,  and  this  file  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fic- 
tion, dramatic  material,  printed  indexes 
to  the  great  registers  of  voters  of  the 
State,  business  papers,  and  letters  and 
diaries  of  pioneers. 

The  collection  of  California  news- 
papers now  numbers  over  20,000  bound 
volumes,  and  there  are  numerous  files  of 
California  periodicals. 

The  installation  of  microfilm  reading 
machines  has  made  available  to  public  use 
the  library's  growing  microfilm  collection. 
Most  current  California  newspapers  now 
received  are  being  recorded  on  microfilm 
by  the  library's  photocopyist.  The  collec- 
tion of  microfilms  also  includes  files  of 
several  early  and  rare  California  news- 
papers and  some  few  other  miscellaneous 
items.  Films  are  filed  in  special  humidity- 
controlled  steel  cabinets  readily  accessible 
to  users  of  the  reading  machines. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  332  cata- 
log, 2,045  information,  and  6,625  news- 
paper cards  have  been  added  to  the  in- 
dexes ;  48  processed  books  and  pamphlets, 
40  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  and  10 
rolls  of  microfilm  copies  of  California 
newspapers  have  been  made  available  in 
the  Section.  294  author  request  slips  were 
received ;  175  subject  request  slips  and 
351  letters  requiring  research  were 
answered.

CATALOG  SECTION 

Olive  Swain,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  con- 
sists of  classifying  and  cataloging  the  new 
material  acquired  by  the  Library  and 
maintaining  the  public  catalog,  the  official 
catalog,  the  shelf  list,  and  the  Union 
Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various  city 
libraries  in  California,  cards  from  various 
university  libraries  (including  those  of 
the  University  of  California  and  Stanford 
University)  and  the  printed  cards  from 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Since  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  discontinued  supplying 
cards  to  depository  catalogs,  on  December 
31, 1946,  Library  of  Congress  entries  have 
appeared  in  the  Cumulative  Catalog  of 
Library  of  Congress  Printed  Cards.  This 
publication  supplements  the  Union  Cata- 
log. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion, which  handles  all  newspapers  and 
magazines  received  by  the  Library,  re- 
cording their  receipt,  distributing  them 
to  the  proper  sections  of  the  Library,  and 
collecting  them  for  binding. 

During  April,  May  and  June  891  books 
were  cataloged  and  6,132  cards  were 
added  to  the  catalogs.  29,371  cards  were 
filed  into  the  Union  Catalog. 

GOVERNMENT   DOCUMENTS 
SECTION 

Evelyn   Huston,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Government  Documents  Section 
administers  the  Library's  collection  of 
official  publications  of  federal,  state, 
county,  municipal  and  foreign  govern- 
ments and  some  quasi  public  bodies.  Its 
function  is  to  select,  acquire,  arrange,  and 
assist  in  the  use  of  this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of 
the  State  of  California  from  other  institu- 
tions will  be  accepted,  on  a  selective  basis, 
after  shipping  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  State  Library. 

Our  last  compilation  of  the  list  of  ac- 
cessions of  California  state  publications 
appeared  in  the  October,  1947,  issue  of 


this  bulletin.  Later  information  may  be 
found  in  the  new  periodical,  California 
State  Publications,  issued  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Publications  Distribution,  State 
Printing  Division,  11th  and  O  Streets, 
Sacramento  14. 

Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended  in 
1939,  the  State  Library  is  entitled  to 
receive  copies  of  all  publications  issued 
by  the  cities  and  counties  of  California. 
Accessions  for  the  past  quarter  may  be 
found  on  page  299. 

LAW  AND   LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librar- 
ian. 

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall  is 
fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals. 

Recent  accessions  to  the  Section  will 
be  found  listed  under  the  heading  "Law" 
on  page  297. 

ORDER  SECTION 

Margaret  E.  Preston,  Supervising  Li- 
brarian. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Sec- 
tion. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library 
is  done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly 
with  the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on 
selection  is  given  by  other  members  of  the 
staff,  particularly  in  fields  relating  to 
their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  col- 
lection of  standard  and  scholarly  works 
in  nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used 
to  fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  exten- 
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sion  service  through  the  city  and  county 
libraries  of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction  and  light  non-fiction  to  fill  the 
needs  of  their  communities.  The  State 
Library  makes  an  effort  to  supplement 
this  service  with  books  which  many  small 
libraries  cannot  buy.  Our  purchasing  is 
therefore  rather  closely  limited  to  the 
more  substantial  non-fiction,  including 
technical  books  and  scholarly  works  in 
all  fields  except  medicine. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  1,589 
books  and  2  prints  were  accessioned.  14 
books  were  withdrawn  and  none  were 
reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 

Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the 
State  Library.  In  display  cases  can  be 
shown  about  50  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Visi- 
tors are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  66  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  collection  4,756. 
The  bookplate  collection  now  numbers 
3,253, 13  plates  having  been  added  during 
April,  May  and  June.  There  were  1,363 
visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  during  this 
period. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  Sierra 
Camera  Club  was  shown  in  April,  with 
an  evening  meeting  on  the  27th  attended 
by  over  a  hundred  members  and  their 
friends.  Guest  speaker  was  Raymond 
Moulin  on  "Photography  of  the  Red- 
woods." In  May  the  Honolulu  Print 
Makers  travelling  exhibit  started  its 
national  tour  with  a  first  showing  in  the 
Prints  Room.  Brooking  Tatum,  natural- 
ist and  photographer,  had  a  one-man 
show  of  color  photographs  in  June,  and 
gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Koda- 
chrome  on  the  evening  of  June  8th  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Sierra  Camera 
Club. 

Since  May  the  Prints  Room  has  been 
displaying  the  Print  of  the  Month  and 
the  Craft  of  the  Month  for  Northern 
California  Arts,  of  which  Mrs.  Hook  is 
a  member. 

Josephine  Whitbeck  recently  gave  the 
Prints  Room  13  valuable  etchings  of 
Danzig  before  its  destruction,  by  Paul 
Kreisel.  Theodore  Baggelmann  has  pre- 
sented the  Library  with  50  original  draw- 
ings of  the  Mother  Lode  as  a  memorial  to 
Harry  Claude  Peterson  and  Harry  Noyes 
Pratt. 

Mrs.  Hook  attended  a  lecture  on  lith- 
ography by  Ray  Bertrand,  at  the  Crocker 


Art  Gallery,  as  a  guest  of  the  Kingsley 
Art  Club  on  the  afternoon  of  April  21. 

PROPERTY  AND  SHIPPING 
SECTION

The  responsibility  is  centered  in  this 
Section  for  library  equipment  and  sup- 
plies, printing  of  library  forms  and  ship- 
ping of  books  and  other  library  materials 
on  inter-library  loans. 

REFERENCE  SECTION 

Beulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  Reference  Section  has  the  respon- 
sibility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the 
Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Section 
and  from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Sec- 
tion. It  also  handles  all  requests  for  books 
and  information  except  those  referred  to 
the  sepcialized  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

A  collection  of  general  reference  books 
is  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the 
main  reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities 
without  local  library  service  may  borrow 
directly  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library. 

At  present  there  is  an  exhibit  of  rare 
books  and  manuscripts  in  the  reading 
room.  The  majority  of  these  items  are 
from  the  collection  in  the  State  Library, 
with  a  few  from  the  Sutro  collection. 
The  exhibit  includes  illuminated  manu- 
scripts and  examples  of  early  printing. 
Among  the  items  on  display  are  a  first 
edition  of  the  Nuremberg  Chronicle, 
printed  in  1493 ;  an  early  17th  Century 
book  on  the  art  of  dueling,  no  other  copy 
of  which  exists  in  the  United  States ; 
Raleigh's  Voyage  to  Virginia,  printed  in 
1585  (from  the  Sutro  collection)  ;  and 
the  beautiful  facsimile  reprint  of  the 
Gutenberg  Bible. 

Also  on  display  is  a  copy  of  the  New 
York  Morning  Post,  printed  Nov.  7, 17S3. 
This  interesting  item  was  lent  to  the 
State  Library  by  Mr.  S.  W.  Smith  of 
Rio  Vista.

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All  county  and  municipal  libraries  in 
California  have  just  been  circularized  to 
secure  current  information  on  monthly 
salary  ranges,  or,  for  those  libraries  in 
which  a  classification  plan  with  regular 
pay  scale  has  not  yet  been  established,  a 
report  of  actual  salaries  being  paid  this 
fiscal  year. 

This  fourth  tabulation  of  public  library 
salaries*  indicates  that  professional  posi- 
tion pay  ranges  have  risen  notably  during 
the  past  year,  in  about  two-thirds  of  the 
libraries  noted  below.  Comparing  pay 
rates  for  1948-49  with  those  of  the  year 
1947-48,  we  find  that  salaries  of  29  county 
librarians  and  most  of  their  professional 
staff  members  have  had  upward  adjust- 
ment, while  only  14  show  no  increase.  Of 
12  libraries  in  cities  of  more  than  50,000 
population,  only  one  listed  pay  ranges 
that  had  not  risen.  Twenty-six  cities  in 
the  10,000-50,000  population  group  all 
noted  raises  for  pay  rates  of  both  the  chief 
librarian  and  professional  staff.  Of  some 
59  libraries  in  communities  of  less  than 
10,000  population,  salaries  of  43  librar- 
ians went  up,  15  showed  no  change  and 
one  salary  went  down  (with  appointment 
of  a  new  librarian) . 

While  there  has  been  no  revision  of 
State  Library  salary  ranges  since  the 
previous    report,    a    survey    is    now    in 


process  by  the  State  Personnel  Board, 
with  recommendation  likely  for  upward 
adjustment  in  most  of  the  positions.  A 
report  recently  made  by  that  board  to  the 
Interim  Budget  Committee  of  the  State 
Legislature  concluded  that  salary  range 
increases,  retroactive  to  September  1, 
1948,  should  be  allowed  for  approximately 
85  percent  of  all  workers  in  the  state  serv- 
ice. The  prevailing  rates  of  pay  in  private 
industry  and  in  other  public  service  juris- 
dictions provided  the  basis  of  the  report. 

In  the  following  tabulations,  positions 
in  the  city  and  county  libraries  have  been 
grouped  under  several  general  headings. 
These  groups  are  to  be  considered  as 
merely  indicative  of  certain  levels  of  edu- 
cational requirements  and  responsibility 
in  the  positions  included.  This  necessarily 
broad  classification  should  be  interpreted 
to  fit  the  local  terminology  of  positions  in 
each  library.  Where  possible,  we  have 
tabulated  pay  ranges  rather  than  actual 
salaries  being  paid  to  individuals  in  the 
positions,  because  the  range  is  of  more 
permanent  significance. 

Salaries  offered  must,  of  course,  be 
considered  in  relation  to  working  condi- 
tionsf  and  other  factors  in  the  individual 
libraries  and  communities.  Annual  re- 
ports of  libraries  listed  will  appear  in  the 
January,  1949,  issue  of  this  bulletin.

Sections  22161-2  and  22131-4  of  the 
Education  Code  (Chap.  71,  Cal.  Statutes 
1943)   read  as  follows: 

Sec.  22161.  There  is  in  the  State 
Government  a  commission  known  as  the 
Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consisting 
of  the  State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio 
chairman  of  the  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of 
the  Los  Angeles  public  library.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  except  their 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Library  Fund. 

Sec.  22162.  The  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons 
desiring  to  become  county  librarians,  and 
may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its 
own  government,  and  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  22131.  Upon  the  establishment 
of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librar- 
ian, who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 


four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for 
cause,  after  a  hearing  by  the  board. 

Sec.  22132.  No  person  is  eligible  to 
the  office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior 
to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from 
the  board  of  library  examiners  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualification  for  the  office. 

Sec.  22133.  At  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, the  county  librarian  need  not 
be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen 
of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  22134.  Persons  of  either  sex  are 
eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of 
county  librarian.

The  County  Free  Library  Law  was 
made  a  part  of  the  Education  Code  at  the 


1943  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  Law  have  not  been  changed 
but  they  have  been  completely  rearranged 
and  the  wording  changed  in  many  cases.

CALIFORNIA  STATE  LIBRARY 


The  bill  establishing  the  California 
State  Library  was  signed  by  Governor 
Peter  H.  Burnett,  January  24, 1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Sep- 
tember 4,  1913,  discontinued  by  motion 
adopted  May  22,  1920. 

The  fiscal  budget  for  the  period  July  1, 
1948-June  30,  1949  totals  $350,945 
(which  includes  allotments  of  $249,120 
for  salaries,  $37,925  for  books,  continua- 
tions and  binding,  and  $63,900  for  other 
operating  expenses  and  equipment) . 

Total  accessions  432,638  (less  7,256 
lost  and  withdrawn  =  425,382)  exclusive 
of  49,560  accessions  in  Books  for  the 
Blind  Section  and  91,362  volumes  in  the 
Sutro  Branch  in  San  Francisco.

FIELD    REPRESENTATIVE 

Thelma   Reid 

The  work  of  the  Field  Representative 
includes  a  variety  of  activities  relating  to 
the  establishment  and  administration  of 
municipal  and  county  libraries.  Under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Librarian,  a 
clearing  house  of  information  on  library 
practice,  administrative  policies  and 
professional  procedures  is  maintained 
through  correspondence,  interviews  and 
field  trips.  Advice  and  recommendations 
regarding  library  problems  are  provided 
to  librarians,  trustees  and  local  officials 
upon  request. 

From  time  to  time  the  Field  Repre- 
sentative undertakes  investigations  of 
special  problems,  compiling  and  inter- 
preting pertinent  data  in  the  field  or  in 
State  Library  files,  and  prepares  articles 
and  talks  on  library  questions  and  activi- 
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ties.  Surveys  of  city  and  county  libraries 
are  made  when  requested  by  the  proper 
authorities.  Statements  on  the  applica- 
tions and  interpretation  of  library  law 
are  prepared.  Suggestions  and  advice  per- 
taining to  the  establishment  of  county 
libraries  is  given  to  individuals,  organiza- 
tions and  interested  local  officials.  Other 
assignments  include  inspection  of  county 
libraries,  conferring  with  state  and  local 
officials  regarding  school  library  service, 
departmental  and  special  libraries. 

In  carrying  forward  this  work  there  is 
maintained  in  the  Field  Representative's 
Office  files  of  library  building  plans,  pic- 
tures, publicity,  equipment  catalogs,  legal 
opinions,  ordinances,  library  contracts 
and  data  on  school  and  public  library 
service.  Current  additions  to  the  collec- 
tion are  welcomed.  Librarians  are  urged 
to  send  copies  of  plans  for  new  or  remod- 
eled buildings,  pictures,  reports  of  special 
activities  and  unusual  booklists  or  pub- 
licity releases  which  may  be  of  assistance 
to  other  librarians. 


BOOK   REPAIR  SECTION 
Mrs.  Lulu  M.  Thomsen,  Supervisor. 

Responsibility  for  the  repair  and  pres- 
ervation of  books  and  other  library  ma- 
terials is  centered  in  this  Section.  The 
work  consists  of  repairing  and  recovering 
books,  making  slip  covers  for  valuable 
books,  binding  certain  newspapers  and 
ephemeral  materials,  mounting  and  fram- 
ing pictures,  maps,  etc.,  marking  titles 
and  numbers  on  bindings. 


BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mrs.  Virginia  S.  Simpson,  Supervising 
Librarian. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to  those 
wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so  that  the 
different  kinds  can  be  tried  before  they 
are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms  supplying 
all  articles  lent  will  be  furnished  on 
request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  liter- 
ature are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type  in 
the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 


Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request  for 
the  period  1931-1946.  News  Notes,  re- 
printed from  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books  to 
the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to  send 
post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Li- 
brary inside  of  books.  WThen  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931,  and 
subsequently  amended,  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  is  authorized,  $100,- 
000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and 
$400,000  for  sound-reproduction  records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.  See  page  356. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  1174 
talking  book  machines  to  blind  persons  in 
California  and  Nevada.  These  machines 
are  distributed  as  loans  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Those  persons  who  are  interested 
in  borrowing  them  should  write  to  the 
State  Library.  They  will  be  sent  applica- 
tion blanks  in  turn  as  more  machines  are 
available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify  the 
following  accession  and  circulation  fig- 
ures. Prior  to  1932  there  was  only  one 
Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was  known 
as  European  Braille.  Books  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  printed  in  this  type  were 
published  only  in  England.  The  United 
States  publishing  houses  printed  most 
books  for  the  blind  in  Revised  Braille,  or 
Braille  Grade  1^.  In  1932  the  Uniform 
Type  Commission,  representing  all  Eng- 
lish speaking  countries,  met  in  New  York 
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and  agreed  to  adopt  Standard  English 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  2,  as  the  stand- 
ard type  for  press-Braille  books  for 
adults.  Standard  English  Braille  Grade  2 
is  a  modified  form  of  European  Braille, 
having  189  contractions.  There  will  be  no 
further  additions  to  the  European  Braille 
collection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  now  49,560,  as 
follows  :  European  Braille  books,  2,460  ; 
Moon  books,  11,289  ;  Braille  Grade  1  and 
Grade  1|  books,  13,636 ;  Braille  Grade  2 
books,  13,904;  all  other  types,  215; 
Braille  books  about  music  and  music 
scores,  2,388  ;  appliances,  92  ;  games,  70  ; 
maps,  40;  talking  books  (containers), 
5,466.  There  are  13,858  magazines  avail- 
able in  Moon  and  Braille. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
10,859  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille  Grades  1  and  LJ,  741 ;  Braille 
Grade  2,  2,285  ;  Moon,  1,605  ;  magazines, 
467;  talking  books    (containers),  5,645. 

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  So.  Ken- 
more  Ave.,  Los  Angeles  6.  Her  telephone 
number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She  gives  lessons 
regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  and 
makes  occasional  trips  to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2709  Derby  St.,  Zone  5,  tele- 
phone THornwall  3-8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  counties  around  the  Bay  and 
down  the  San  Joaquin  valley  and  makes 
occasional  trips  to  other  parts  of  northern 
California. 

From  July  1  to  September  30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  257  lessons  in  the  homes  of 
the  blind  and  20  lessons  in  libraries.  They 
made  241  visits  and  calls  in  connection 
with  the  work  for  purposes  other  than 
giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter,  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  501  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  306  letters  and  304  postals,  and 
received  230  letters  and  84  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  528  telephone 
calls.  The  various  other  activities  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  home 
teachers  can  not  easily  be  tabulated. 


Home  Teaching  Reports 
July  1,  1947-June  30,  1948 

Detailed  annual  reports  from  the  two 
home  teachers  are  on  file  at  the  State 
Library.  A  condensed  account  of  their 
work  shows  the  main  activities  to  be 
as  follows : 

Mrs.  Bindt  was  not  able  to  visit  in 
person  as  many  counties  as  during  the 
previous  year  but  blind  persons  in  more 
counties  were  sent  correspondence  les- 
sons or  letters  of  service  and  informa- 
tion. 

Miss  Morrison  visited  the  six  most 
populated  counties  in  the  southern  Cali- 
fornia district,  making  occasional  visits 
to  San  Diego  and  Ventura. 

Mrs.  Bindt  served  as  president  of  the 
Western  Conference  of  Home  Teachers 
of  the  Adult  Blind. 

Aside  from  their  usual  routine  duties, 
the  home  teachers  have  attended  social 
activities  of  the  various  centers  and  clubs 
for  the  blind. 

Both  home  teachers  wish  to  express 
their  sincere  appreciation  to  the  county 
welfare  agencies,  librarians,  and  other 
workers  for  the  blind  who  have  cooper- 
ated with  them  in  furthering  their  work.

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CALIFORNIA   SECTION 

Caroline  Wenzel,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  California  Section  of  the  State  Li- 
brary has  a  working  collection  of  printed 
and  manuscript  sources  dealing  with  the 
history  of  the  State  in  its  many  phases. 
This  section  collects  and  preserves  books, 
manuscripts,  maps,  periodicals,  newspa- 
pers, photographs,  and  other  material 
bearing  upon  the  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  entire  collection  is  available 
for  reference  and  much  of  it  also  circu- 
lates. The  staff  of  the  department,  by 
maintaining  a  familiarity  with  the  ma- 
terial in  its  specialized  field  and  by  pre- 
paring indexes  and  other  keys,  is  able 
to  give  expert  assistance  to  students, 
authors,  librarians,  and  others  interester] 
in  the  state's  history. 

Among  the  valuable  reference  tools  in 
the  Section  is  the  newspaper  card  index, 
being  chiefly  an  index  to  the  California 
material  in  a  file  of  San  Francisco  news- 
papers beginning  with  1847,  but  also  con- 
taining references  to  the  earlier  Califor- 
nian  (first  published  in  1846  at  Monte- 
rey) and  to  portions  of  a  few  other  files. 
The  index  card  gives  a  brief  reference  to 
the  article,  the  name  of  the  paper,  the 
date,  page,  and  column. 

An  extensive  information  index  is  also 
maintained.  This  index  is  of  great  assist- 
ance in  locating  sketches  of  California 
persons  and  places  and  items  of  local 
historical  interest. 

For  many  years  biographical  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  California  pioneers, 
authors,  artists  and  musicians  has  been 
collected,  and  this  file  now  comprises  a 
unique  source  of  such  data.  Other  special- 
ties are  the  collection  of  California  fic- 
tion, dramatic  material,  printed  indexes 
to  the  great  registers  of  voters  of  the 
State,  business  papers,  and  letters  and 
diaries  of  pioneers. 

The  collection  of  California  news- 
papers now  numbers  over  20,000  bound 
volumes,  and  there  are  numerous  files  of 
California  periodicals. 

The  installation  of  microfilm  reading 
machines  has  made  available  to  public  use 
the  library's  growing  microfilm  collection. 
Most  current  California  newspapers  now 
received  are  being  recorded  on  microfilm 
by  the  library's  photocopyist.  The  collec- 
tion of  microfilms  also  includes  files  of 
several  early  and  rare  California  news- 
papers and  some  few  other  miscellaneous 
items.  Films  are  filed  in  special  humidity- 
controlled  steel  cabinets  readily  accessible 
to  users  of  the  reading  machines. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
197  catalog,  2,027  information,  and  7,30S 
newspaper  cards  have  been  added  to  the 


indexes ;  23  processed  books  and  pam- 
phlets, 21  bound  volumes  of  periodicals 
and  2  rolls  of  microfilm  copies  of  Cali- 
fornia newspapers  have  beeen  made 
available  in  the  Section.  197  author  re- 
quest slips  were  received ;  152  subject 
request  slips  and  317  letters  requiring 
research  were  answered.

CATALOG  SECTION

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Section  con- 
sists of  classifying  and  cataloging  the 
new  material  acquired  by  the  Library 
and  maintaining  the  public  catalog,  the 
official  catalog,  the  shelf  list,  and  the 
L'nion  Catalog. 

The  Union  Catalog  consists  of  cards 
from  the  county  libraries  and  various 
city  libraries  in  California,  cards  from 
various  university  libraries  (including 
those  of  the  University  of  California  and 
Stanford  University)  and  the  printed 
cards  from  the  Library  of  Congress. 
Since  the  Library  of  Congress  discon- 
tinued supplying  cards  to  depository  cat- 
alogs, on  December  31,  1946,  Library  of 
Congress  entries  have  appeared  in  the 
Cumulative  Catalog  of  Library  of  Con- 
gress Printed  Cards.  This  publication 
supplements  the  Union  Catalog. 

At  present  one  member  of  the  Catalog 
Section  has  charge  of  the  Periodicals 
Section,  which  handles  all  newspapers 
and  magazines  received  by  the  Library, 
recording  their  receipt,  distributing  them

During  July,  August,  and  September, 
841  books  were  cataloged  and  12,251 
cards  were  added  to  the  catalogs,  37,985 
cards  were  filed  into  the  Union  Catalog. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 

SECTION

The  Government  Documents  Section 
administers  the  Library's  collection  of 
official  publications  of  federal,  state, 
county,  municipal  and  foreign  govern- 
ments and  some  quasi  public  bodies.  Its 
function  is  to  select,  acquire,  arrange, 
and  assist  in  the  use  of  this  material. 

The  Section  maintains  a  stock  of  dupli- 
cate California  State  publications  from 
which  items  are  available  on  request  to 
libraries  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
Discarded  or  duplicate  publications  of 
the  State  of  California  from  other  institu- 
tions will  be  accepted,  on  a  selective  basis, 
after  shipping  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  State  Library. 

Our  last  compilation  of  the  list  of  ac- 
cessions of  California  state  publications 
appeared  in  the  October,  1947,  issue  of 
this  bulletin.  Later  information  may  be 
found  in  the  new  periodical,  California 
State  Publications,  issued  by  the  Super- 
visor of  Publications  Distribution,  State 
Printing  Division,  11th  and  O  Streets, 
Sacramento  14. 

Under  the  1933  law,  as  amended  in 
1939,  the  State  Library  is  entitled  to 
receive  copies  of  all  publications  issued 
by  the  cities  and  counties  of  California. 
Accessions  for  the  past  quarter  may  be 
found  on  page  353. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE  SECTION

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  decided 
in  the  California  Supreme  and  Appellate 
courts.  It  is  the  policy  to  lend  books 
through  other  libraries  where  possible. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books 
direct,  however.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall 
is  fair  and  expedient. 


In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals.

ORDER  SECTION

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all 
books,  periodicals  and  other  publications 
purchased  by  the  State  Library.  It  also 
receives  these  materials,  accessions  them 
and  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Sec- 
tion. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  Library 
is  done  by  the  Order  Librarian  jointly 
with  the  Reference  Librarian.  Advice  on 
selection  is  given  by  other  members  of 
the  staff,  particularly  in  fields  relating 
to  their  work. 

The  policy  of  the  California  State  Li- 
brary, funds  permitting,  is  to  furnish 
needed  books  to  the  various  state  depart- 
ments and  to  maintain  an  adequate  col- 
lection of  standard  and  scholarly  works 
in  nearly  all  fields.  This  collection  is  used 
to  fill  local  requests  and  to  furnish  exten- 
sion service  through  the  city  and  county 
libraries  of  California.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  smaller  libraries  will  be  able  to  buy 
fiction,  light  non-fiction,  and  children's 
books  to  fill  the  needs  of  their  communi- 
ties. The  State  Library  makes  an  effort 
to  supplement  this  service  with  books 
which  many  small  libraries  cannot  buy. 
Our  purchasing  is  therefore  rather  closely 
limited  to  the  more  substantial  non-fic- 
tion, including  technical  books  and  schol- 
arly works  in  all  fields  except  medicine. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
1639  books  and  20  prints  were  acces- 
sioned. No  books  were  lost  or  reinstated. 

PRINTS  SECTION 
Mrs.  Alicia  M.  Hook,  Librarian. 

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by 
the  State  Library.  In  display  cases  can 
be  shown  about  50  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Vis- 
itors are  invited. 

During  the  past  quarter  6  prints  were 
added,  making  the  total  4762.  The  book- 
plate collection  now  numbers  3545,  20 
plates  having  been  added  during  July, 
August  and  September  1948.  There  were 
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1430  visitors  to  the  Prints  Room  during 
this  period. 

In  July,  Northern  California  Arts 
sponsored  its  first  juried  show  of  graphic 
and  decorative  arts  by  artists  of  Sacra- 
mento and  vicinity.  An  evening  reception 
for  the  artists  and  their  friends  was  held 
July  7  with  an  attendance  of  over  a 
hundred.  Fifty  Latin-American  prints 
from  the  permanent  collection  of  the  In- 
ternational Business  Machines  Corpora- 
tion were  shown  in  August.  For  the 
month  of  September  John  A.  Brandon, 
nationally  known  Sacramento  artist,  had 
a  one-man  show  of  drawings  of  Yosemite 
and  a  retrospective  exhibition  of  his 
earlier  work.  A  reception  was  held  for 
the  artist  on  the  afternoon  of  September 
22,  which  was  attended  by  about  150 
guests. 

Mrs.  Hook  was  interviewed  on  the  gar- 
den clubs  radio  program  on  Saturday 
morning,  August  14,  on  the  subject  of 
early,  hand-illustrated  botanical  books 
and  magazines  in  the  State  Library  col- 
lection.

The  Reference  Section  has  the  respon- 
sibility for  circulation  of  books  and  maga- 
zines, except  those  borrowed  from  the 
Law  and  Legislative  Reference  Section 
and  from  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Sec- 
tion. It  also  handles  all  requests  for  books 
and  information  except  those  referred  to 
the  specialized  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

A  collection  of  general  reference  books 
is  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the 
main  reading  room. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where
